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A sreixine contrast is drawn by Ira E. Bennett 
(p. 1) in discussing history of colonialism in the two hemi- 
spheres. In the new world are independent nations—a glo- 
rious sisterhood of freedom—while in the old world there 
is slavery in many forms, with an iron clamp upon peoples 
trying to gain national independence. The great aggressors 
are now the Soviet Union and Red China, succeeding the 
imperialist western powers that once held Asia in colonies. 
But as the colonials slump one by one into the jaws of Com- 
munism they find life infinitely more dangerous and bur- 
densome than it was under the old western empires. Only 
in recent days has the full credit of history been given to 
the Monroe Doctrine as the everlasting keelblock of inde- 
pendence in western countries. There is no entangling 
treaties, no disputes, no public utterance—but the whole 
world knows that the United States stands behind its sisters 
and will maintain their independence. 


Berore Soviet Russia takes control of the world, 
history must be written to justify the achievement. John 
Jay Daly contributes a few thoughts as he reveals (p. 3) 
that 200 Soviet historians are now revising world history. 
If history is indeed “a lie agreed upon” nobody could com- 
pete with the Red historians who are now instructing cap- 
tive millions what to know and think. 


Ons of the greatest sea fights in American his- 
tory is told by William L. Roper (p. 5) in recalling the career 
of Capt. Samuel Chester Reid, designer of the first flag 
authorized by Congress.

NE of the gangsters temporarily holding power 
O in Moscow, the gluttonous debauché Khrushchev, 

offered this toast to Premier Mollet of France, 
who had asked the Reds in vain to aid him in quelling 
rebellion in Algeria: 

“Here’s to Egypt and all countries struggling for 
national independence !” 

This toast is both a revelation of Communist policy 
and a model of deception. 

The Reds hold out hope of independence to peoples 
who are struggling out of colonial domination and 
then seize these victims to constitute satellites of the 
Red System. The people are subject to slavery, and 
able-bodied men are forced to serve in armies which can 
be used, and have been used, to kill off members of the 
same captive soldiers’ families. 

This false promise of independence is given now by 
the Moscow perjurers to remnant colonials in Asia. 
It is the last step before Red Russia or Red China 
take over the deluded “neutralists.”. Most prominent 
among the countries marked for satellite subjugation 
are India and Indonesia, although outbreaks in the 
meantime are expected in other Asian countries. 

Contrasted with the Communist policy of world ex- 
pansion through false offers of aid to colonials in be- 
half of independence is the long record of American 
courage and honor in dealing with colonials in both 
hemispheres. 

Is Poland independent? No; it is a slave satellite. 
Is Cuba independent? Yes; it was extricated from a 
tyrannical colonial government by the United States, 
which thereupon recognized and has supported Cuban 
independence. 

Is Czechoslovakia independent? No; it is a captive 
of Moscow. Its great arsenal is contributing to the 
crimes that are to culminate in new Red satellites in 
the Middle East, Asia and Africa. But Czechoslovakia 
was freed from colonialism in 1918 and its independ- 
ence—genuine, not fraudulent—recognized by the great 
allied powers which smashed the Hohenzollerns and 
Hapsburgs. Until the traitor to liberty, Stalin, be- 
trayed Czechoslovakia there was a chance that it would 
regain the independence it lost to Hitler. Americans 
who applauded the heroism of Masaryk and Benes 
still hope that the Czechs and Slovaks will somehow be 
rescued from Communism and become independent 
again. 


She 
may regain independence. 

And so on—call the roll of satellites, and in every 
instance you will find broken Red promises of inde- 
pendence. Has any satellite become free? Not one. 
Yet Khrushchev drinks a drunken toast to the “peo- 
ples struggling for national independence.” 

The western hemisphere owes its continued existence 
as a series of independent nations to the courage and 
honor of the United States. In 1823, 133 years ago, 
the Monroe Doctrine warned overseas powers to drop 
all plans for colonizing the Americas. This was a bold 
ultimatum, but it sprang from the heart of liberty 
itself, and would have been enforced by war if neces- 
sary. That doctrine has made it impossible for any 
power to establish a colony in the new world. The 
Czar of Russia drew back from California. Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, Spain, Japan, France, and other powers 
plotted in the hope of planting colonies, but they were 
all frustrated. The nations of the Americas are a 
noble sisterhood of independence and freedom, each 
under its own flag, marching proudly toward the des- 
tiny ordained by Almighty God. American citizens 
pray for the welfare of these countries, and would 
spring to their defense if they should need such defense. 

The Monroe Doctrine stands in everlasting strength, 
like a great lighthouse, beaming to the world this ulti- 
matum: “The United States of America will not per-

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mit any power to make a satellite of any country in 
this hemisphere.” 

The Monroe Doctrine was declared when the United 
States was comparatively weak. Now it is the strong- 
est power in the world. Communists may ask, “Then 
why do you fail to intercede in behalf of colonial peo- 
ples in Asia?” The answer is that the United States 
tries to “mind its own business,” and to keep its own 
back yard clean. When it forbade colonization in the 
western hemisphere it announced that it would not 
meddle with colonies already in existence. Britain has 
several western colonies, and so have France and other 
overseas governments. There has been no occasion for 
interference with European-held colonies in Asia until 
recently, when the Reds stirred up the natives by 
promising them a bogus “liberation” only to enslave 
them. This game is nearly obsolete; and the Reds 
will discover that the sympathies of Americans are 
with peoples seeking independence, just as the Ameri- 
cans seized independence 180 years ago. 

Next to the divine rights of life and liberty (both 
of which are denied and destroyed by Communism) 
is the right to own property—another right which 
Communism denies to its enslaved. When studied, it 
becomes apparent that the right to own property is 
an indispensable element of life and true liberty. It 
is an inherent part of human nature—and this fact 
encourages millions to wait patiently for the inevitable 
downfall of Communism. The right to own property 
has been recognized since the dawn of history—it is 
a divine right, vested inalienably in every person. Only 
a madman like the infidel Marxist could dispute the 
right of every individual to own his own vine and fig 
tree and to make his home his castle. When the 
Marx-Lenin-Stalin system was saddled upon the so- 
cialist soviets all mankind under it was doomed to 
homeless vagrancy as well as organized slavery. Every 
Communist planning for a home of his own is a traitor 
to his own cause and is subject to the death penalty. 

In spite of the efforts to conceal war plans it is 
believed by most expert observers, that Israel and 
the Arab bloc will clash soon.

No one seems to know 
precisely what the Reds have in mind or where they 
will induce the Arab bloc to strike first; but the satel- 
lite harvest is ripe in the Middle East and North 
Africa. 

The Reds have satisfied themselves that the United 
States will support Israel while endeavoring to avoid 
war with the Arabs. Moscow hopes that the western 
allies will quarrel over the Zionist problem and that 
American politicians will yield too much to Israel for 
the sake of winning the Jewish vote in November. A 
warning to this effect was sent out recently by a Jewish 
organization which looks with disapproval at extrem- 
ist activities in the Zionist cause. Nevertheless, Amer- 
ican sentiment seems to swing in favor of protecting 
Israel against utter extinction. One item in Israel’s 
favor is its weakness as compared with Arab strength. 
Americans usually sympathize with the under dog. 

Algerian insurgency has reached the stage of rebel- 
lion. France made a shamed-faced appeal to Moscow 


for aid in coping with Algeria and was rebuffed. 
Obviously the Reds and Algerians are working togeth- 
er. This movement is almost the equivalent of an

peril, and it is to be expected that the world’s great 
enemy will take advantage of its opportunity to break 
up NATO. 

There is no Supreme Court in Great Britain, seizing 
upon questionable power to overrule Parliament. Con- 
sequently the government wisely refers its racial prob- 
lems to the dominions or colonies concerned, These 
problems are more difficult than those which perplex 
the United States. The South African native negroes 
greatly outnumber the whites and are more difficult 
to “manage” than the American negro. South Africa 
must solve its race problem as best it can—and there 
are strong hints that the government may quit the 
Commonwealth and go it alone. Pro-negro theorists 
in England volunteer jimcrack “solutions” of the 
South African problems and thereby provoke dissen- 
sion between London and Capetown, 

Britain’s Foreign Minister recently declared that 
his government would not give up three strategie out- 
posts—Cyprus, Singapore and Aden. To do so, he 
said, would be a breach of faith with the rising genera- 
tion. There are other outposts and colonies which 
Britain will not give up. That fading empire clings

were the first to find electricity. Inventions to their 
credit are the airplane, telephone, the steamboat, radio 
and TV, and recently they laid claim to the discovery 
of wireless telegraphy. Long before the Russians in- 
vented the motion picture they had given the cave 
dwellers their first cake of soap. 

When the Soviet historians complete their gigantic 
task all the old doors of history can be burned or 
thrown away. Boys and girls of the future will really 
have something to study. 

One item seems to suffer considerably. The new 
masters of geography, ethnology, climate, population, 
education, religion and other items closely concerned 
with the history of the race ignore the story of St. 
Patrick. 

Up until the time the Russians started out on this 
venture—rewriting the history of the world—the his- 
tory of their own country was very simple, very charm- 
ing in spots, and quite unlike what we might expect 
when the Soviet historians got through. The Red his- 
tory writers make Russia the hub of the Universe, from 
whence all the good, the beautiful and the true ema- 
nate. The bad will come from every place else. 

And as for St. Patrick, if one Soviet historian lays 
a curse upon him, and his glorious history, all Ire- 
land—aided and abetted by Scotland—will arise and 
smite that common carrier of Communism. 

Already a warning has come out of Ireland. Even 
though Scotland claims that St. Patrick was born 
there, the Irish insist the kindly saint was their man. 

However, there probably won’t be much cause for 
fighting since the Russian Reds are not too happy over 
anything religious, branding religion as “opium for the 
masses,” and cavair to the general. 

In Russia—Rossooskain—the religious breakdown up 
to the time of Lenin and Trotsky and the Comrades 
took over was rather interesting. Christianity in vari- 
ous denominations was the religion of the great major- 
ity of the people. There were 123,000,000 Christians— 
84.3 per cent of the entire population. 

The majority of these Christians were of the Ortho- 
dox Church. It then had a population of 102,600,000 
adherents—or 69.9 per cent of the population, with an 
additional 91 million members of the Orthodox Church 
in European Russia. 

Orthodox and Russian were once synonymous terms. 

Now they are not on speaking terms. 

Since the Ukase of 17 April 1905, which proclaimed 
freedom of conscience or religion, and until the Lenin- 


ites made further inroads, Russian orthodoxy lost more 
than a million followers. 

These were converts to Catholicism, to Protestant- 
ism, and to Mohammedanism. 

That was the score up to the day Bolshevism entered 
the picture. The Catholics of Russia numbered 13,- 
000,000, the Protestants 7,300,000 and other Christian 
denominations, 1,400,000. Strangely, many of them 
had heard of St. Patrick, though they had no parades 
down their Fifth Avenues, or the Novsky Prospect, on 
March 17th. 

St. Petersburg—now Leningrad—was a great place 


for staging an Irish celebration on St. Patrick’s Day 
in the Morning, according to some old time diplomats, 
vodka instead of Irish Moss being the beverage. And 
many a shindig was held in the habitat of the Tsars, 

The reason is obvious. Quite a number of Irish in- 
vaded Russia years ago. All this, also, is stricken by 
the Soviet historians. In view of that, it may be well 
to record these facts—substantiated by Eastern his- 
torians and acknowledged to be true by Western his- 
torians: 

Geographies usually divided Russia into European 
and Asiatic Russia. They regarded the natural bound- 
ary line as the Ural Mountains, the Ural River, the 
Don and the Volga. This division, in the past, was 
based neither on natural nor on political grounds, 

The division between European and Asiatic Russia 
even now is best established by ethnology. While this 
method was frequently used in the old Russian geogra- 
phies it will no longer suffice once the Soviet histor- 
ians get going. As an example: The Germans and the 
Swedes belong to the Germanic race. From here on 
in they will be strictly Russian—all the good peoples 
will be Russians. Hitler wanted to cast all Germans 
in the role of Aryans. 

Among the Russians themselves there is a triumvi- 
rate: The Great Russians (Volikorussi), Little Rus- 
sians (Malorassi) and the White Russians (Biolo- 
russi).

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tribes is something to keep the Soviet historians busy 
for some time. The tipoff in Ireland is that they should 
drop the whole endeavor and leave St. Patrick where 
he belongs. 

St. Patrick was doing all right, too, up to this 
threat. 

The White Russians occupy the central and north- 
ern parts of European Russia, their centers of popula- 
tion extending from the White Sea to the Caspian and 
the Sea of Azoff. It might be that the Soviet historians 
will select this terrain as the birthplace of St. Patrick. 
There are also some White Russians in the Caucasus 
and in Sibera—also some discarded Bolsheviks. 

The Little Russians lived mostly in Kharkoff. 

And now we come to the “Great Russians.”

The “Great Russians” are regarded as essentially the 
Russian Race, an active, energetic people, gifted be 
yond belief, marvels at commerce and trade, in the 
arts and industries, though since 1917 they have been 
unable to have anything to do with Capitalism. 

Prove to the Soviet historians that St. Patrick was 
a “mendicant merchant,” fostering free trade and en- 
terprise, and he will go down in ignominy—or worse. 

The Great Russians, as even the Soviet historians 
will have no difficulty proving, as others believe it too, 
are credited with having preserved the Russian ethni- 
cal characteristics. They did this sometimes under dif- 
ficult conditions. Also, the “Great Russians” assimu- 
lated with other races, notably those of Finnish stock. 
To this day, the language of the “Great Russians” is 
the predominant tongue of Russia, 

Aside from their treatment of St. Patrick and his 
origins, the Soviet historians will encounter a few dif- 
ficulties when it comes to tracing the ethnological 
history of primitive Russia. It is, indeed, obscure. 

There is a record in the incredible Yudin Collection 
at the Library of Congress which tells of the Anti, a 
primitive people who inhabited the regions about the 
mouths of the Danube and the Don. That was in the 
fourth century. After that their name disappears, 
lost even to legitimate historians, 

Incidently, this Yudin collection would appeal to 
the Soviet historians. They’d like to look at it, with 
a view of distorting some of the historical facts. 

After Lenin had been exiled by the Tzar in the 
1890s he wrote his epic, The Development of Capital- 
ism in Russia, at Krasnoyarsk. That was an isolated 
village. There, the only reference sources were the 
books owned by Connadius Yudin, an obscure mer- 
chant. 

Strange as it may seem, this man Yudin who was 
neither wealthy nor a man of education, especially not 
a man of letters, had acquired 80,000 volumes. These, 
bought in 1907 by the United States Government, form 
the basis of an extensive Slavic collection. Therein, 
too, can be found anything that anybody would want 
to know about Russia. 

Though the Soviet historians will have no access to 
this treasure trove, unless the Russians take over our 
government, some pithy facts may be found there. 
This, for instance: 

Russian chroniclers, led by Constantine Porphyro- 
gonitus, refer to twelve tribes, collected under the gen- 
eral name of Russians after the disappearance of the 
Anti. 

These tribes were known as the Slovenes, Krivitches, 
Drogovitches, Drevlians, Polians, Duliebys, Bushans, 
Tivereys, Ulitches, Radimitches, Viatics, and the Si- 
overians. 

It is also pointed out in the Yudin collection that the

political cradle of Russia is known as Kioff. There the 
Varangian princes formed the first Russian state. 

The Russians, after that, did all right—up to inva- 
sions of the Tartars. Some say that the Russians dis- 
appeared entirely before the onrushing Tartars, that 
in the 14th and 15th centuries the regions evacuated 
by the Tartars were peopled by tribes from Galacia. 

The Soviet historians might try to make their read- 
ers believe that St. Patrick came in on this invasion, 
but they’d be way off—for he was born in the fourth 
century. 

And another thing. They'll have a mighty hard 
time convincing anyone that the good Saint Patrick 
ever laid eyes on Russian soil. Had he done so, there’d 
be no snakes there now, just as there are none in Ire- 
land. There would have been no Lenins, or Trotskys, 
Stalins, Khrushchevs, or the others, in all likelihood.

Finally, his little brig badly crippled, Reid fired a 
cannon shot through the bottom of the ship. As the 
water poured in, Reid hauled down the flag and with 
his small band of volunteers rowed ashore. 

On shore, Reid and his men took refuge in an old, 
unused convent and raised the American flag in de- 
fiance of the British who had had enough. 

Because it took the British three weeks to repair 
their damaged ships and bury their dead, the shipment 
of artillery so badly needed by British forces in their 
attack on New Orleans was delayed. This delay proved 
disastrous for them. 

It gave General Andrew Jackson time to enlist the 
assistance of Jean Lafitte, the pirate, and his men. It 
also gave Jackson time to move his Tennessee riflemen 
south for the defense of the Louisiana port. Conse- 
quently, the courageous fighting of Reid and his men 
in the Port of Fayal was a decisive contribution to the 
defeat of the British in the War of 1812. 

In recognition of his important role in winning the 
war, Reid was chosen by Congress to re-design the 
American flag. Congress in 1777 had approved a flag 
based on the coat of arms of the Washington family— 
thirteen stars and thirteen stripes. However, the 
original plan was to add one star and one stripe for 
every new State admitted to the Union. By 1814 
this was known to be impractical. 

So Congress sought the advice of the popular hero, 
Captain Reid. He suggested thirteen stripes for the 
original thirteen colonies and a new star for every 
State added. Congress approved, and President James 
Monroe signed an act making this flag official on 
April 4, 1818.

The Oldest Flag 


Though the United States of America is counted a 
young nation, ours is the oldest flag, in continuous 
form, in the world. Dynastic and territorial changes 
have altered the flags of other nations; our flag holds 
the same form adopted at the beginning, with changes 
only in the number of stars to correspond with the 
number of states in the Union, and for some years in 
the number of stripes. By reason of the number of 
states, the circle of stars in the field of blue has been 
succeeded by rows of stars. The thirteen original 
states are still symbolized in the thirteen stripes. At 
first it was attempted to represent each state by a 
stripe, but it soon became obvious that the ultimate 
number of states would render this scheme imprac- 
ticable. 

Ours is the most beautiful flag in the world, not 
merely because of what it symbolizes, but because of 
the happy character of the design and its effective 
blending of colors. Nothing upon the flag represents 
anything less than the union of states; there is no 
heraldic legend, no dynastic coat of arms. In part it 
developed from colonial banners; in part the design 
was original, and so unique that there is never diffi- 
culty in distinguishing it from other flags. 

In this day when so many people think they may 
achieve a reputation for knowing more than others 
by assailing every American institution, character and 
tradition, it is not surprising that the American people 
have been attacked by persons of large pretensions to 
broad-mindedness, for what they call “flag worship.” 
The American people reverence the flag because of 
what is symbolizes. Those who ridicule that reverence 
themselves have no reverence and in many cases no

respect for the history, the ideals and the institutions 
for which the flag stands. It is natural that those who 
have no love for the nation should have no sentimental 
feeling for the flag of the republic. 

In all the world’s history there is no other chapter 
so heroic, so romantic, so inspiring as that which has 
woven itself about the “Star Spangled Banner.” We 
are perhaps too close to it to fully appreciate it. In 
all the legendary and recorded history of the race, 
there is not another subject for an epic so compelling 
as this story. No struggle for nationhood compares in 
heroism, statesmanship or in self sacrifice with that of 
our American Revolution. Never were wiser or purer 
men joined in so great a work as that of formulating 
our Federal Constitution, which Gladstone described 
as the greatest ever struck, at a given time, from the 
brain and purpose of man. The progress of the Amer- 
ican people from the day when they were but 3,000,000 
colonists thinly scattered along the Atlantic seaboard, 
to the time when America, with a continental domain, 
has become the richest and the happiest nation in the 
world, is a true story more absorbing than is to be 
found in the pages of fiction. 

The flag stands for all that has made such progress, 
and such service to humanity, possible. The unbeliev- 
able growth of this republic was no accident. It was 
the result of the application of new principles to human 
society and government; principles which time has vin- 
dicated beyond the dreams of the founders. e 

We can lose our national heritage only through in- 
difference to the duties and obligations of citizenship. 
In those who love the flag and the nation for which it 
stands, indifference to these duties and obligations is 
nothing short of treason.

BATTLE PLAN FOR FREEDOM

In his historic address before 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors in Washington 
April 21, the President said: 
“So long as freedom is threat- 
ened and armaments are not 
controlled, it is essential for 
us to keep a strong military 
establishment ourselves and 


page study should invigorate the forces of freedom 
everywhere. 

Since 1939 roughly 15-million square miles of terri- 
tory (five times the area of the continental United 
States) have been brought under Communistic control 
by armed conquest, fifth-column intrigue, subversion, 
treachery, and terrorism. Almost 700 million people 
have been forced into Communist police-state subjuga- 
tion. As history measures time, seventeen years is but 
a moment, yet in that brief span the black night of 
pagan Communism has enveloped roughly one-third 
the population of the world. 

Such are the breath-taking facts which called out the 
“Primer on Communism,” a truly effective handbook 
on Soviet operations against freedom and progress 
throughout the world. This is the first governmental 
battle plan against the world conspiracy of Commu- 
nism ever published by the United States Government. 

One shining and abiding historical truth emerges: 

“No area in the world, including that of the Soviet 
Union, bas ever chosen a Communist government by a 
free vote of its people.” (pg.

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a gigantic global fraud. Moscow never has repudiated 
or modified the Lenin dictum of 1919, which runs: 
“The existence of the Soviet Republic side by side with 
imperialistic states for a long time is unthinkable. One 
or the other must triumph in the end. And before that 
end supervenes, a series of frightful collisions between 
the Soviet Republic and the bourgeois states will be 
inevitable.” 

If we will but pause a moment to reflect upon the 
sweep of world history since 1919, this quotation from 
Lenin faithfully interprets the whole frightful tragedy 
of thirty-reven years of appeasement, 

That Lenin’s dictum of the irrepressible conflict still 
is the guidestar of Kremlin policy is confirmed by the 
April 25 (1956) testimony of Lt. Ivan Otchinnikov, who 
deserted from the Red Air Force in December 1955. In 
Munich, Otchinnikov told a news conference that as 
long ago as the early spring of 1955, Soviet military in- 
structors throughout all Russia began “to get troops 
acquainted with the idea of preventive war.” 

The structure of world peace can be reared only upon 
treaties of amity faithfully observed. What is the 
Communist record? A study by the Senate Internal 
Security Committee (August 1955) tabulated all Soviet 
treaty violations since 1917. In the short space of 
thirty-eight years following the Bolshevik revolution, 
Russia had “broken its word to virtually every country 
to which it ever gave a signed promise.” 

The Senate report then documented “more than 1,000 
treaties” which had been solemnly entered into by the 
Kremlin gangsters, and then scrapped or violated with- 
out notice. What good is a treaty with such brigands? 
In the words of Bainbridge Colby, who was Woodrow 
Wilson’s Secretary of State in 1920: “The existing 
regime in Russia is based upon the negation of every 
principle of honor and good faith.” 


Picking up this theme, the USIA handbook cites ad- 
ditional scores of treaty violations by Russia during 
and after World War II, notably the invasion of Iran, 
Estonia, Latvia, Poland, Rumania, Czechoslovakia. Ex- 
ample: “In 1933 the Soviet Government signed a non- 
aggression convention with Finland. Soviet troops in- 
vaded Finland without warning in 1939.” (pg. 81) 

In China, Moscow signed non-aggression pacts with 
Chiang Kai-shek in 1987 and again in 1945. But be- 
fore 1945 was out, Soviet troops looted the industries 
of Manchuria, and with the arms there seized, equipped 
its Communist puppets in China for the Kremlin take- 
over. 

At Yalta, in February 1945, Russia promised free 
elections in Poland and Germany, but took over both 
Poland and East Germany with Communist puppet 
governments before the year was run. 

In the United Nations, Russia has cast 77 vetoes in 
the Security Council—all on resolutions calculated to 
extend measures of peaceful solution to troubled areas 
of the post-war world. 

When the UN publicly declared both North Korea 
and Red China aggressors in Korea, Russia publicly 
supported both aggressors. 

Since July 1953, Russia, North Korea, and China 
have been guilty of more than 500 violations of the 
Korean armistice agreements. 

Some one-hundred merchant ships loaned to Russia 
during World War II, under lend-lease, still cannot be 
reclaimed by the U. S. Russia simply refuses to give 
them up!

American complacency toward the Red menace and 
the shield of diplomatic status have enabled foreign 
agents to carry on widespread espionage activities and 
at the same time promote acts of treason in our coun- 
‘ry. Soviet espionage began in the United States in 
1920, but was spurred to intensity with recognition 
of Russia in 1933 and furthered with the New Deal’s 
war alliance with Russia in 1940. 

Recent developments now cause the whole story to 
burst at the seams as one smelly episode after another 
is added in an unprecedented piling up of evidence 
against the Moscow regime and its scheming plots to 
wreck our government by any possible means. The 
former record including the Rosenberg atomic spy ring 
and the Red cells in our government was startling 
enough, but the most recent plot developed by testi- 
mony before the Senate Internal Security Committee, 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities and 
the F. B. 1. should arouse the American public to 
renewed indignation. 

A representative of the Russian embassy in Wash- 
ington has been linked with at least three recent at- 
tempts to have federal employees obtain secret informa- 
tion from our government files for the Soviets. 


Air Force Employee Approached 


Sidney Hatkin, 40 year old civilian employee of the 
Air Force who recently regained his job from which he 
was suspended as a security risk, has revealed that a 
Red agent attempted to ensnare him into the Red net- 
work. The Red has been identified as Vladimir P. Mik- 
heey, connected with the office ef the military attache 
of the Russian embassy. Following Hatkin’s dis- 
closures at least two other government workers have 
identified Mikheev as a man who also sought to enlist 
them in the Soviet plot. 

Hatkin was suspended in March, 1955, as a govern- 
ment economist and statistician. His former mem- 
bership in a Communist bookeclub in Washington, D. 
C., which he said he joined to “get books at a dis- 
count,” started a security probe of Hatkin’s record. 
He admitted the book club membership, but denied 
he knew it was a Red outfit. He was also accused of 
associating with known Communists, which he denied 
knowing. 

He claims the Russian attempted to get him to 
make a study of the “tendency of American aircraft 
industry,” for him. 

The other two government workers who report they 
were also approached by the same representative of 
the Red embassy in Washington, D. C., had not been 
under a security cloud. 

One is Richard Cutter, 45, a librarian in the Armed 
Forces Medical Library, who claims Mikheev came to

his home several months ago seeking information on 
“American military history.” The Red told Cutter 
he had gotten his name out of a “big book,” and wanted 
him to help compile a dissertation on American mili- 
tary history from the Civil War to the present.” Cut- 
ter told him that was out of his line of work and re- 
ferred him to a military historian. He said the Rus- 
sian admitted being connected with the embassy. The 
visit occurred early last December, and the conversa- 
tion ended with Cutter’s refusal to accept the assign- 
ment. He immediately reported the incident to his 
superiors. A few weeks later the Cutters received a 
Christmas card from the same man. 

The third government employee contacted by the Red 
agent is Robert W. Davis, a historian in the Armed 
Forces Institute of Technology, medical branch. Davis

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said Mikheey made several contacts at his home be- 
tween January and mid-April this year, in an attempt 
to enlist his cooperation. Davis has top clearance to 
handle secret information. 

Immediate demands were made by Chairman Walter, 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities to 
have Mikheev expelled from the country. He said, 
“Whether or not his conduct falls within the technical 
purview of our statutes on espionage I cannot say, 
but it is clear that he was seeking to procure, on the 
basis of misrepresentation, information, the disclosure 
of which would be to the detriment of our nation and 
its security. The least that should be done is for the 
Department of State to forthwith declare him persona 
non grata and to deprive him of his diplomatic im- 
munity.” Following a threat of Congress to subpoena 
Mikheev, he left Washington mysteriously during the 
dark of the night in May. 

In another disclosure, three men who were important 
links that led to the passing of atomic secrets to the 
Communists revealed startling details of the Red 
espionage operation, 

Probably the key man in the atomic information 
thefts which led to the execution of the Rosenbergs 
was Thomas L, Black, presently a chemist in Newark, 
N. J. It was Black who recruited Harry Gold, con- 
victed atomic spy, to Russian agents operating a theft 
ring during the second world war. Black, Gold and 
David Greenglass, the latter’s evidence that helped 
send his sister, Ethel Rosenberg, and her husband, 
Julius, to the electric chair in 1953, were in the Rosen- 
berg atomic spy ring in the U. S. A. 


Feared Reds Would Liquidate Him 


Black recently admitted before a Senate Committee 
of being a Communist spy from 1933 to 1944, and ad- 
mitted recruiting Gold as a Red agent in the early 
1930’s. He said he began his service in the Red spy 
network willingly, but later wanted to withdraw but 
feared the Communists would kill him. He told the 
Senate committee how he had ducked an assignment 
by the Reds to kill Leon Trotsky, at the time out of 
favor with the Moscow regime, in his home in Mexico. 
Trotsky was eventually assassinated by another Soviet 
agent who is serving time in prison. 

Gold said he got yanked into the Communist espion- 
age network because of his gratitude for a $30 a week 
job which a Red Party member obtained for him dur- 
ing the depression years. Gold, now serving a 30-year 
sentence in the federal penitentiary for passing atomic 
secrets to the Red agents, was also an important link 
in the British Klaus Fuchs atomic plot. Gold said he 
had never been a member of the Communist Party, and 
never had any desire to be such. He said, “The Rus- 
sians did a superb psychological job on me.” He testi- 
fied that under Black’s influence he obtained secrets 
of the Pennsylvania Sugar Co., in making solvents, 
and through that deal met a representative of the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation in New York City. He 
traced his contacts with the Reds to his important 
meeting with Dr. Fuchs late in 1943 when he obtained 
important atomic secrets which he turned over to 
the Communists. 


Greenglass told of supplying Gold with diagrams 
of high explosive lens molds used in the atomic bomb, 
and also of supplying him with the names of 25 pos- 
sible spy recruits engaged in the Los Alamos atom 
project under Dr. Robert Oppenheimer. He said when 
he left the army, his brother, Julius Rosenberg wanted 
him to attend college, advising him he would help pay

his expenses to keep him in touch with atomic scien- 
tists. He said Rosenberg told him the Reds were help- 
ing several such students. Greenglass admitted hav- 
ing been a member of the Young Communist League 
prior to Army service. 

Gold had testified that when Greenglass, a much 
younger man, gave him atom bomb information he 
had remarked to himself, “Does this poor baby know 
what he’s fooling with?” Greenglass said he came 
to a realization in 1945 that he was stealing “for deva- 
station on a large scale,” but “couldn’t overrule what 
was staring me in the face.” 

The brazen kidnapping by Communist goons of five 
Russian seamen who sought a haven of refuge in our 
country and the attempt of the Russian Ambassador, 
George Zaroubin to force four other Communist sea- 
men to return to their homeland, have tended to in- 
crease tension in diplomatic circles. 

The five seamen were apparently forced by some 23 
Red agents to go through immigration channels at the 
Idlewild airport and depart by plane for Russia. So 
rapidly did the kidnapping plot develop it was evident

November with this ques 
tion: “By making some con- 


cessions, such as admitting Red China into the U.N., 
we can have peace. Are you for it?” 

Millions of Americans, added to millions in both 
free and enemy countries, look upon Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as the world’s Pioneer of Peace. He seems to 
have been chosen by destiny to perform a role that 
no other man could perform. He is a warrior, trained 
in arms, accustomed to command and obey, vigilant 
and ready. He led civilization in its conquest of the 
monster Hitler; and if war should come again to 
America Eisenhower would be called to take com- 
mand. First in war, he is first in peace, as Washing- 
ton was; and he plots, plans, pursues, and thrashes 
the jungles in quest of peace as thoroughly as he 
fought. 

Now a movement is actively pressed, here and 
abroad, aiming at a fictitious and dishonorable “peace” 
with the Red empires of Soviet Russia and China. A 
stealthy propaganda campaign is on foot in the hope 
that President Eisenhower will be coaxed or swindled 
into a bargain that will include the betrayal of Chiang 
Kai-shek as head of Nationalist China and the admis- 
sion of Red China as a member of the United Nations 
and its permanent security council. The propaganda 
plan carries the plea that Asia belongs to the Asians; 
that the Peiping junta headed by Mao Tse-tung is 
actually in control of China; that the Soviet Union 
is eager to make a genuine peace treaty, including 
reduction of armaments and the scrapping of atomic 
weapons; and that Asia and the West can thereupon 
coexist without fear of war, even if differing in politi- 
cal and economic ideology. 

It is a plausible program, viewed superficially—and 
the great danger is that many Americans will view it 
only superficially. 

Let them consider realities. 

American servicemen are in prison in Red China 
and in the Soviet Union slave-camps, suffering torture 
unto death. Millions of victims of Communism are 
doing slave labor in satellite countries. The widely 
advertised cut of forces in the Soviet Union amounts 
to 1,200,000 men. This leaves the Soviet force the 
second largest in the world, exceeded only by that of 
Red China. The armed forces capable of making war 
on free nations after the proposed cut will amount 
to not less than 8 million. India under Nehru, Indo- 
nesia under Sukarno and other millions in Asia all 
under iron rule, pretend to be neutralists, but in real- 
ity are tied to Moscow and Peiping. Not one acre of 
satellite soil has been relinquished to the owners. No 
prisoners except for a few former Communist Party 
officials have been released. No concession indicating 
a genuine desire for peace has come from either Soviet 
Russia or Red China. The cold war goes on. These 
facts are beyond dispute. 

If any opportunity for expressing their opinion of 
a “peace” arrangement based upon facts should be 
presented to the American people they should be com- 
petent to render that opinion. 


THE DREAD WITH 
WORLD “COMMUNITY”? 
otic Americans contemplate the possible destruction of 
the Constitution of the United States is not relieved 
by the speech delivered by Secretary Dulles on May 8, 
strongly advocating the expansion of NATO as an 
“Atlantic Community.” He supports his cause by ex- 
posing the “disunity” of NATO governments as com- 
pared with the harmony of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States, better known as the Pan American Union. 
A “community,” bound by ties much stronger than 
those of NATO, seems to Mr. Dulles to be the solution 
of much of the world’s troubles. He refrains from 
going into particulars as to the proposed composition 
of the “Community,” but in general he favors co- 
operation by governments in economic and political 
fields. “Matters of vital importance to the Atlantic 
community,” he says, “are not being given timely con- 
sideration on a community basis.” He speaks of the 
650,000,000 people who have recently won national in- 
dependence. “One-third of the world’s population is 
ruled by Communist despots,” he observes. “Another 
third are new nations which are today the special 
target of the predatory tactics of international Com- 
munism. The members of the Atlantic community 
have so much to offer in the way of genuine brother- 
hood, they can do so much to strengthen the political 
and economic institutions of the newly independent 


peoples, that it is tragic that the outcome is anywhere 
in doubt.” 


A report, largely “exploratory,” will be made soon 
by a special committee appointed at the Paris council 
of foreign ministers. This, says Mr. Dulles, “may 
prove to be a historic decision.” The communiqué an- 
nounced that the council “considers it timely and use- 
ful for the members of the Atlantic community to ex- 
amine actively further measures which might be taken 
at this time to advance more effectively their common 
interests.” 

If the United States government had not squandered 
billions of dollars in “advancing the common interests” 
of now ungrateful foreign “communities,” and if in 
this process the Constitution had not been violated, 
there might be greater public approval of the scheme 
for a larger “Atlantic community.” But all of the 
proposals made by the world’s spokesmen tend toward 
consolidation of sovereignties and consequent loss of 
independence and individual liberty. In any man’s 
language, it is but a monotonous reiteration of the 
fantastic idea of “world government,” uttered at a 
time when the world is split between liberty and 
slavery. 


Americans who honor the Constitution will have 
none of this folly. Fortunately the swing of public 
opinion is turning toward solidarity of patriotism and 
a stern right-about in support of the Constitution, The 
oath taken by our public officers to obey and to guard 
our Constitution is gaining in force and majesty. In- 
stead of chasing the rainbow of “world government” it 
would be well for all men in authority to bear in mind 
that their first duty is to cherish the “community” 
established by George Washington, Thomas Jefferson

James Norton, Esq., now a

written an open letter to Congress on the need of a 
constitutional amendment on the lines of the Bricker 
proposal, in order to prevent the making of interna- 
tional agreements in violation of American liberties 
and property rights. Mr. Norton is author of “The 
Constitution of the United States: Its Sources and Its 
Applieation,” and “Undermining the Constitution: A 
History of Lawless Government.” The Nationa 
rupLic takes pleasure in presenting Mr. Norton’s open 
letter in full: 

“The objection of the Administration and its sup- 
porting sophists to the Bricker proposal to amend the 
Constitution so that never again will the Chief Execu- 
tive of the United States negotiate away and in secret 
with foreign governments the liberties and the property 
of the American people has finally come clear. 

“It is that the amendment proposed would take from 
the President the power of treaty-making which would 
exist as ‘a concomitant of nationality’ apart from the 
Constitution, if that instrument were not in being. 

“But the Constitution does exist, and it was not in- 
tended to be supplemented or thwarted by powers ex- 
ternal to it. 

“The present Government of the United States came 
into existence on June 12th, 1788, when the 9th State 
(New Hampshire) ratified the draft of the Constitu- 
tion which had been worked out at Philadelphia the 
vear before and signed by the delegates for their States. 

“Before that the Government was non-existent. It 
was spoken into being by the people through their Con- 
stitution. As it had been non-existent, it could have 
no powers ‘concomitant of nationality’ to bring along 
when evoked by the people out of nothing to operate 
in pursuance of written grants of authority. 

“For some years a school of ‘new tho’t’ has been 
teaching the existence of ‘inherent powers’ in the Fed- 
eral Government. But it is clear that if it could not 
bring in any powers of its own at birth, it must act 
only under the powers granted to it by the Constitu- 
tion of the people. 

“And that the Government of the United States, and 
the Departments thereof, possess only granted powers 
has been held by the Supreme Court at least six times: 

“Martin v. Hunter’s Lessee, 1 Wheaton, 304 (1816) 

“MeCulloch v. Marvland, 4 Wheaton, 316 (1819) 

“Kilbourn Thompson, 108 7. 168 (1880) 

“Kansas v, Colorado, 206 U. S., 46 (1906) 

“Carter v. Carter, 298 U. S., 238 (1936) 

“Pollock v. Farmers Loan, 157 U. 8., 429 (1895) 

“In the Carter case the Court said that Congress can- 
not, by legislation, increase its constitutional power, 
which it has too frequently tried to do. 

“The teachers of the ‘inherent’ powers of Govern- 
ment, or powers ‘concomitant of nationality,’ rely in 
part, if not wholly, on an obiter dictum of the Supreme 
Court in Curtiss-Wright v. U. S., 299 U. S., 304 (1936). 
That case arose out of a prohibition by our Govern- 
ment of the shipment of arms to either of two warring 
nations in South America. As one of the earliest 
grants of power to Congress is ‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations,’ it had ample authority under the 
commerce clause to do what it did. In upholding the 


action of the Government it was unnecessary—and con-

fusing—for the Court to draw down powers of ‘nation- 
ality’ from the wandering air. 

“The adoption of the Bricker proposal would take 
away no powers of the President ‘concomitant with na- 
tionality’ because there are no such powers operative 
in our land. 

“The powers of the President—fewer, for good rea- 
sons, than the Governor of New York possessed in 1787, 
and the powers of the Congress and the Judiciary are to 
be found in a Writing, not in the minds of theorists or 
the dicta of courts. 

“The misnamed Atlantic Charter, the secret ‘agree- 
ment’ at Yalta, and the many other misdoings of our 
Chief Executives, especially in foreign relations, call 
to us to make the Bricker proposal a part of the Con- 
stitution.”

“There is need for a new attitude toward the di- 
versity that Asians provide. Differences of race and 
of culture are not measures of superiority or inferior- 
ity: Indeed, uniformity and conformity are condi- 
tions to be abhorred. The great richness of our uni- 
verse is due above all to its diversity. We may take 
honorable pride in our own distinctive accomplish- 
ments. But we should equally be aware that the ac- 
complishments of others are a proper subject for their 
pride and our appreciation. 

“The future belongs to independence, not domina- 
tion to freedom, not servitude; to diversity, not con- 
formity. Acceptance of that fact will create between 
the Asians and ourselves a solid basis for fellowship. 
It will enable us, as mutual friends and helpers, to 
pursue hopefully the destiny that we share in com- 
mon.” 

The races into which humanity is divided have ex- 
isted throughout history. Diversity of color, language, 
habits, and temperaments is an immutable character- 
istic. Nature sets up a barrier against the merging of 
races, and no human decree can alter the fact. Mr. 
Dulles’ observation on conditions in Asia is of uni- 
versal application.

Postmaster General barring from the mails two ob- 
scene periodicals, one of them exploiting the “cult” 
of nudism. The postal authorities did not actually 
find the reading matter obscene, but the accompanying 
pictures were shocking and undoubtedly obscene, as the 
dissenting judge affirmed.

American organizations. This means hundreds of 
thousands of Americans are affected. Naturally many 
of the members are not pro-Communist—or even mild- 
ly pro-Russian—but unwittingly have stood by while 
a militant, trained minority of a club took over its 
voice and direction. 

It would be prudent for all Americans to understand 
the character and method of the “front” psychology 
so cleverly embodied in Soviet machinations. 

It was between 1924-28, when world economic condi- 
tions were unusually bright, that the Communist In- 
ternationale began losing its mass appeal. The Hun- 
garian and German Communist revolutions had failed 
miserably. That a more subtle scheme was needed 
for the conquest of world ideas by the Russian con- 
spiracy was evident. The Kremlin therefore decided 
to moderate the earlier revolutionary appeal. By 
adopting middle-of-the-road slogans, the effort now 
would be to build so-called united-front organizations 
—“bridges” that would attract people to the Marxian 
philosophy. 

It had been laid down by Lenin already that Commu- 
nists must participate in non-Communist groups and 
organizations and institutions whenever by so doing 
they could advance the cause of revolution. His “Left 
Wing Communism, an Infantile Disorder” is his clas- 
sic text on this subject. In it Lenin berates those who 
maintain that Communists should not enter bourgeoisie 
parliaments, or seek to work in and through non-Com- 
munist organizations. 

Lenin made the point that exaggerated “leftism” 
actually strengthens “rightist” opposition. Upon this 
logical observation is based the Communists’ use of 
“bridge” and “front” organizations, as well as rightist 
deviations cloaked in leftist phraseology. So infiltrat- 
ed and used are not only existing liberal groups, but 
national movements as well—just so long as they hap- 
pen in any manner to be traveling part of the way in 
the same direction. 

The real purpose of these front organizations was 
frankly explained by one Willi Munzenberg, a promi- 
nent German Communist in a speech before the Sixth 


decision is shoved 
through. 

Communists are highly capable operators in the con- 
duct of meetings. They know parliamentary rules 
and are ready and able to jostle their way to power. 
They use the powers of a chairman to full effect; and 
the cadres of the Party provide groups carefully train- 
ed and prepared to deal with any issue and dominate 
any discussion. The forms are democratic in part, 
and require only that the mass membership shall act 
in rubberstamp fashion. 

In many organizations, it is granted, the Marxists 
often enough are in the minority. Then how and why 
does it happen, some ask, that 10 to 20 per cent of a 
body at odds with all the rest can exercise any in- 
fluence ? 

The answer lies in the fact that any group ordinarily 
divides, as in the case of a national or state legislature, 
by not more than two-thirds against one-third. 

The ability of a minority to dominate and embarrass 
a clear majority is more easily expressed in every type 
of private organization. Active participation, as dis- 
tinct from mere strap hanging, is low in most volun- 
tary groups. It may be as easy for a minority to op-

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erate a labor union, or a pacifist league, or any other 
such movement, as it is for a minority group to con- 
trol a large corporation, when most of the stockholders 
take no active interest in the management. If a mere 
10 per cent of the members of an organization attend 
business meetings, only a very small group may be 
needed to dominate it completely. Such a group knows 
in advance that if they go to meetings, while their op- 
ponents do not, they can rule the organization. And 
all too often they do. 

This tactic of joining and working through other 
groups, called infiltration, applies especially to liberal 
groups of all kinds—groups that pursue aims that the 
Communist, more or less sincerely or hypocritically, 
as the case may be, can likewise support. 

To understand the logic of infiltration by the Reds, 
one must examine their attitude toward—and some 
of their practices in relation to—reform or liberal 
movements they cannot hope to control. 

Were Communists to enter such movements or 
groups in order to help achieve the progressive objec- 
tives sought, even though these are regarded as inade- 
quate, they might loyally cooperate with other mem- 
bers up to the point of success. But Communist infil- 
tration has no such character. No room exists in the 
egocentric mind of the Communist for any serious 
purpose beyond his own aggressive plans for world 
conquest. 

The case of Poland toward the close of the last war 
offers us the perfect illustration: 

The Polish underground led by General Bor was 
ready to rise against the Germans as the Soviet ad- 
vance was approaching Warsaw in 1944. But a move- 
ment of this kind out of Communist control was in- 
tolerable to the Kremlin. The signal for the uprising 
was given; and the Soviet advance then stopped long 
enough for the Nazis to rip the gallant Polish troops 
to shreds. At the same time the Soviets were negotiat- 
ing for a bombing limit to be established far enough 
to the west to prevent British planes from dropping 
supplies to the anti-Nazi Poles! This is the nature 
of the immorality and thuggery with which the Com- 
munists profess to build a better world. 

Testimony on front organizations have shown that 
they were represented to the public as dedicated to the 
pursuit of some legitimate reform but that they were 
used instead by the Communist Party to carry on its 
activities—pending the time when, in the opinion of 
its leaders, they would be able to seize power through 
revolution. It is unfortunate that genuine, patriotic 
movements sometimes suffer from possible suspicion 
and curtailment in the hunt for subversives, but the 
danger is too great to be ignored. 

Many Communist fronts have operated under the 
guise of a church board or religious body, and church 
leaders are duty bound to take vigorous action on 
boards and committees under church supervision. 

It will be wise for all of us to establish the true 
character of the organizations we may belong to, by 
learning the correct answer to each and every one of 
the following questions: 

1. Does the group espouse the cause of American- 
ism or the cause of Soviet Russia? 

2. Does the organization shift when the party line 
shifts? 

3. Does the organization sponsor causes, cam- 
paigns, literature, petitions or other activities spon- 
sored by the Communist Party or other front organi- 
zations? 

4. Is the organization used as a sounding board 
for, or is it endorsed by, Communist-controlled labor 
unions?

5. Does the literature follow the Communist line 
or is it printed by the Communist press? 

6. Does the organization receive consistently favor- 
able mention in Communist publications? 

7. Does the organization present itself as non-par- 
tisan while at the same time engaging in political ac- 
tivities and while consistently advocating causes 
espoused by the Communists? 

8. Does the organization denounce American and 
British foreign policy while always lauding the policies 
of the Soviet Union? 

9. Have outstanding leaders in public life openly 
renounced affiliation with the organization? 

10. Does the organization, if espousing progressive 
causes, attract adherents well known for their patriot- 
ism, or does it make a special point of denouncing pro- 
gressive men? 

11. Does the organization consider matters not di- 
rectly related to its avowed purposes and objectives? 

12. Is the address of the organization in the same 
building with other front organizations or within the 
cooperating vicinity of them? 

13. Can you identify the leaders, and is their loyalty 
proved? Unless satisfactory answers are found for 
these and related questions, it’s up to Americans to 
rally all the less active members of their groups and 
undertake with them a thorough house cleaning. 
Neutrality or lethargy in such a case can be the most 
dangerous attitudes to take.

MEASURE YOUR CHILD'S EDUCATION!

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But local patriots stood alert, ready to cut out rot 
and strengthen weak spots. Some delegates exerted 
themselves in a direction now familiar—as dictators. 

Tyrants fear citizens who think for themselves. A 
library exists to make books useful to people. 

As in radio, TV, the entertainment industry, and 
the press, the fight in school library between free- 
dom and totalitarianism is over control of continuity 
of information. 

A library tries (1) to make the individual inde- 
pendent in the use of most materials, (2) to develop 
the library habit, and (3) to provide adequate mate- 
rials. For people are living fifty years beyond school. 
And the problems of citizenship, of all leisure, in- 
crease in size and in weight. 

A group of M.I.T. experts researched for The Dynam- 
ics of Soviet Society. Writes Dr. W. W. Rostow, 
“What Soviet psychological theory projects . . . is the 
notion of men who . execute with energy and com- 
petence whatever tasks are set for them from above.” 

Lenin established compulsory education in Russia 
to help himself, not the people. 

For the January, 1955, American Legion Magazine, 
the National Commander prepared a listing called 
Let’s Face These Unpleasant Facts. In Point 13, Sea- 
born P. Collins made some observations which are par- 
ticularly in season : 

Communists have moved into church and school. 
There they exert tremendous influence. The innocents 
who protect them do not see beneath pretense. In 
reality, they do the Kremlin’s dirty work, attempting 
to destroy religion and education. 

Your Congressmen can probably send you a copy of 
the 1951-52 hearings on subversive infiltration of radio, 
television and the entertainment industry. What 
seemed to trace a pattern for subversion emerged in 
the testimony regarding Radio Writers Guild: 

After plans beginning in the 1930’s, Communist 
leader Alexander Trachtenberg gave orders in 1943. 
Communists stepped into a systematic infiltration of 
radio. By hearing time, witnesses contended, 90% of 
network entertainment and news was under control of 
a pro-Communist Council. 

Thus a disloyal minority, in administration, can ex- 
ercise a majority in decision. The RWG has signifi- 
cance, too, because it reaches millions of people. 

Communists recognized the legitimate purpose of the 
Guild’s organizing; but they bent it to achieve their 


Communism depends much on the continuing value 
of individual citizen judgment. The where and how 
to get at recorded truth not-yet-come-to-pass must be 
built into the school child by the school librarian. As 
with the other fundamentals—reading, writing, arith- 
metic—the elementary start is of critical importance. 

Efficient self-service in a vital library selection is 
cultural armor. Since this secret weapon of self- 
defense has to be built-in, the position of school librar- 
ian is swung into target for a Communist gouge and/or 
infiltration. 

A Communist educator expressed the regimented 
view. “Give me control . . . of the child for five years 
—and I shall make a Communist out of him forever.” 

The May, 1937, Communist Magazine carried a di- 
rective. “Communist teachers ... must take advan- 
tage of their position, without exposing themselves.” 

The dictator’s “Father Knows Best” attitude must 
not be confused with democratic school administration. 
Nor should the helpless be left alone to wrestle with a 
complete cell. As Rostow discusses how the Soviets 
modified Marx into a backing for the pursuit of power 
by a political dictatorship, he notes an attitude. 

“. . the fundamental authority which Lenin and 
Stalin invoked was that part of the Marxist tradition 
which gave those who understood Marx’s theory of 
history special sanctions in the exercise of power, and 
freed them substantially from the normal human re-

straints which govern men in their non-political rela- 
tions to one another.” 

A House Committee on Un-American Activities probe 
revealed that nearly a third of the top collaborators 
with the Communist fronts have been professors. 
Teachers of teachers in 600 institutions held over 
26,000 ties with traitor groups. 

Fortunately, enough laws may generally yet be found 
to unmask sneak attacks on our citizenry, disguised 
as administration. States recognize and practice two 
professions in public education: school, library. Since 
library-in-school failed, last century, public library 
arose under separate administration, within the same 
geographical area. Normally, school teachers under- 
stand classroom method but not library method, Thus, 
a professional librarian must go back down into the 
school frame, to bridge students to the life educational 
agency. 

A function of this position is to balance professional 
service in reading opportunity with professional in- 
struction in reading skill, at each sueceeding level. 
Without a visible and true library service, the princi- 
pal reason for conducting a schoo] is suspect. Imme- 
diately, the cautious taxpayer asks, “What’s the real 
future purpose of this reading skill I help pay for?” 

Paul R. Milton’s article in the November, 1952, 
Writer’s Digest may indicate part of a larger, way-of- 
life answer. Communist control of a writers’ union 
could be used as the springboard of propaganda. Be- 
cause reading skill is basic to understanding written 
propaganda, the Communist administrators will build 
up a reading skill program, with open reading clinics. 

Yet treasonous administrators will also hide behind 
the word of American law while they defeat its spirit, 
extra-legalize. The Soviet view of institutions stabil- 
ized by the mid-1930’s. They’ve had time to grind in 
the enforcement of even transparent violation of child 
right. But its defense can only be glib and unreason- 
ing. 

Independence in getting at information runs against 
thought control. Communists will try to subvert read- 
ing opportunity. 

Though the child as an adult thinker is the intended 
victim, an approach runs through school library. The 
librarian is the child’s door to later truth detection. 

What the “librarian” is, largely determines what the 
child gets. It’s hard for him to teach the child some- 
thing he himself does not know. A worker must have 
the ability before he can perform the job he’s hired 
to perform. Like the difference between eating cake 
and making cake, a scholarly use of library depends 
upon creative librarianship. Knowledge of a profes- 
sion and its method are necessary before you begin 
teaching them. Lest Communists try to subvert library 
in your own mind, please remember that teaching is 
a perfectly good word in all professions. The public 
school teacher only shares real ownership. 

Incorrect instruction is, of course, worse than none. 
Wrong teaching has to be broken down before the 
normal takes place. Characteristically, library teach 
ing is individual, voluntary, responsive, where school 
teaching is groupish, compulsive, directive. 

Communists murder school library service. But they 
talk rights, arrange delays. They revive conditions 
which defeated school library before 1876! 

They confuse the two different educational profes- 
sions in the school. They confuse school teacher with 
library teacher. Then they assign personnel to the 
wrong jobs, away from training and professional in- 
terest.

To manipulate this, school needs control of school 
library. 

Where school library is a public library branch, 
school library keeps its true nature. It’s a library by 
nature of work—public library, publicly owned and 
supported, serving a special-age public community. The 
librarian is an administrator for library as the princi- 
pal is administrator for a section of school. 

Too often, school board administration of school 
library means conquest by school, rather than desirable 
co-ordination between the two educational institutions. 

Whether the child’s adult rights are sabotaged is the 
determining factor. Is his education regimented, cut 
off at school level? Or, does school library try to re- 
unify—for the child—a public education that is other- 
wise split in two? 

Unless he has the know-how that makes access to 
record practical, what chance has a voter to make a 
real choice? Aids for getting at truth increase; but

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ITHOUT a doubt in the year 1955 business ex- 
W perienced its greatest boom in histery. As the

The ques- 
tion whether this boom could go on and on with only 
minor interruptions has been debated by economists, 
and the conclusion drawn by the vast majority is that 
this country is now “depression proof.” From the cor- 
rupting conformity of socialistic thought that has so 


the use of purely metallic currency, debasement was 
the most serious danger. When representative money 
came into being, extravagant issues of paper (or cred- 
it) were chosen as the readiest and quickest way of 


evading the limits of a sound currency. It can prob- 
ably be historically and truthfully stated that mone- 
tary history is invariably made up of debasements and 
over-issues of paper. 

It is a disturbing circumstance when the basic fac- 
tors of prior depressions are overlooked and the people 
are advised that a final utopia is here to stay, buttres- 
sed through government intervention, “welfare” legis- 
lation, and pump priming. These arguments ignore

UTOPIA AND THE DOLLAR FIASCO

root of prosperity 
is unshackled enter- 
prise. When the gov- 
ernment interferes 
with the people’s 
business enterprise, 
the inevitable re- 
sult is false pros- 
perity and a subse- 


insidiously infiltrated the core and social fabric of the 
United States stems the assertion that we have now 
arrived at the utopia of prosperity. 

These economists hold in substance that the boom 
can go on, and on, with only minor interruptions, with 
the prediction that the nation will be vastly richer and 
stronger 10 years or 20 years hence. The opinions re- 
flect the socialistic theory of government. They try 
to justify themselves on the premise, for instance, that 
the Government itself is the strongest guarantor 
against a depression—that the Government is firmly 
in the control of business by reason of the employment 
act of 1946, committing it to adopt policies that pre- 
sumably smooth out business fluctuation and provide 
conditions of high employment. They justify their 
predictions on the claim that the Government can in- 
crease or decrease the supply of money and credit, 
and can make loans to business and individuals and 
guarantee such loans; that it can spend more money 
on public works when needed, and can provide income 
for the jobless and aged if needed. These monetary 
powers they term the “flexible policy” on money, 
which permits the Federal Reserve Board to increase 
or decrease the money supply as business conditions 
change. At present the economists point out that the 
Federal Reserve is trying to prevent an inflationary 
bubble from bursting by tightening credit again. As 
additional security it is pointed out that bank deposits 
are insured up to $10,000; further that the banks 
themselves have heavy investments in government se- 
curities that can be turned quickly into cash. 

In addition to these “laws against depressions” it 
is also contended that the direct role played by the 
Government in supporting business as a customer in- 
sures continuous prosperity. About $77,000,000,000 a 
year is now being spent by government (Federal, State 
and local) for goods and services in contrast to $8,- 
500,000,000 in 1919. This spending will and should 
continue, argue these economists, and thus prosperity 
will continue. 

Analyzed critically, however, these predictions are 
a denial of the basic laws of economics, and overlook 
entirely the fact that there is no way of avoiding the 
operation of these forces. A summary of the history 
of money over the centuries shows a tendency at rota- 
tional intervals toward deterioration. At the time of 


quent depression. 

One of the basic 
policies of the Roosevelt and Truman administrations, 
was the fallacy of credit expansion and _ inflation. 
Under the first “priming of the pump” there was ficti- 
tious profit increase due to a rise in prices. This 
“profit” is expected to create a demand for more labor, 
capital, and capital equipment, which increased de- 
mand in turn inflates and raises wages and production 
costs. When the increase in cost of production climbs 
to such a point that it prevents profits, retrogression 
must inevitably result until a decline in production 
costs sets in, operations are harmonized, and profit 
again realized. 

This is what took place in the 1929 depression. The 
Federal Reserve System in 1924 and 1927 purchased 
large quantities of government securities on the open 
market, distributing throughout the economy huge 
sums of credit and money. It was the intention thus 
to stimulate employment and create prosperity, but 
the effect was to siphon into the stock market great 


.Sums of this newly acquired money and credit facter 


than business could absorb its portion of this credit. 
The result was that after the orgy of stock gambling, 
the inescapable contraction occurred and the depres- 
sion was under way. 

After calling Hoover “The Greatest Spendthrift in 
History” Roosevelt, during his first four years in of- 
fice, spent in excess of $25,000,000,000, at the same time 
immobilizing private industry in a legislative strait- 
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jacket of socialistic laws so that no economic recovery 
was possible. During his second four years he spent 
an additional] $33,000,000,000 under similar economic 
conditions and legislation. 

These public expenditures by 1940 approximated 
58,500,000,000, of which more than 40% constituted 
short disbursements or borrowed cash. And yet, after 
an expenditure of $58,500,000,000 during the first two 
terms of the Roosevelt administration, the relief rolls 
had increased by approximately 300,000 people. This 
unbelievable condition revealing lack of recovery was 
due to the fact that economic stabilization and pros- 
perity were impossible where the Federal Government 
made no bona fide effort to bring about industrial re- 
habilitation by the people themselves, 

Actually there was no appearance of boom or pros- 
perity until the entry of the United States into World 
War II in 1941. At that time the first wave was an 
expenditure of $13 billions, which reached a crest in 
1945 of $100 billions in Federal expenditures. Statis- 
tics indicate that during the balance of the Truman 
administration these expenditures were approximately 
$40 billions per year. It is to be noted that these 
fabulous yearly expenditures were all after the con- 
clusion of World War IL. 

“Prosperity” based on continuous disbursements, 
preparing for war and building up armaments as the 
“world guardian of peace,” is of course not true pros- 
perity, and is only a deception conjured up in the 
jugglery of deficit spending. 

It is very evident that modern “prosperity” means 
spending on a chronic deficit basis. A national debt 
of approximately $275 billions, with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in its 22nd year of deficit spending, cannot 
be nonchalantly passed over. While it is true that 
there is now a widespread acceptance of this type of 
pseudo prosperity, the danger of chronic deficit spend- 
ing, in the magnitude of the national debt, with its 
enormous interest costs, and its inevitable consequence, 
debasement in the purchasing power of the dollar, do 
not seem to be discussed or analyzed by these econo- 
mists in their discussion of present economic condi- 
tions. 

Since 1941 the value of the dollar and its power to 
purchase has depreciated at least 50%. This means 
that there has been an average drop of approximately 
346% in dollar values in every year since our entrance 
into World War II. Based on a continuous program 
of “spend and spend,” there is nothing to stop the un- 
interrupted and constant devitalization or dehydra- 
tion of the dollar. If credit expansion and currency 
inflation have given us a 50-cent dollar in the fifteen 
years since 1941, what will similar fiscal policies and 
inflation give us in dollar value in the next fifteen 
years? 

The ecstasy of monetary inflation has been injected 
into American economy with the result that deficit 
spending has become integrated as a social principle. 
It amounts to a continuous redistribution of wealth; 
and if this folly is pursued there will in time be no 
assets to divide. Only a complete fiasco and debase- 
ment of money can result. That is the point where 
absolutism ascends the throne and representative gov- 
ernment vanishes. 

Our social principle of inflation persisted in con- 
tinuously since 1933 has created within the United 
States a status or condition of economic inebriation. 
It has created a condition of delusions of grandeur, 
and that economic wealth and prosperity can be 
created and acquired by destroying the value of money 
through complete inflation and debasement. 

Actually these social principles are not truly eco-

nomic, but stem from political motives and have in 
effect through the ballot, accomplished a revolution of 
American government within the form of the Constitu- 
tion. In other words, instead of government being any 
longer the responsibility of the people, the people are 
now the responsibility of the government and will in 
time become its wards or tools as in totalitarian gov- 
ernments. 


Long Time Red Dies 


Robert Morss Lovett, 85, whose name figured promi- 
nently in Congressional probes of Communist fronts 
two decades ago, is dead. Lovett, whose long record of 
affiliations with front movements irked Congress, was 
kicked out of his government job when Congress bar- 
red he and William E, Dodd and Goodwin B. Watson, 
from federal payrolls forever, following the testimony 
of Walter 8. Steele, Editor of National Republic be- 
fore a House Committee. 

Lovett was one of the early day “fair haired boys” 
of the New Deal-Harold Ickes school of political think- 
ing. He was a faculty member at the University of 
Chicago where he taught until he retired in 1939. Then 
Ickes made him Secretary of the Virgin Islands and 
the storm in Congress started. 

After the unprecedented action of Congress, Lovett 
and the other two carried their case to the Supreme 
Court. 

After losing his government job Lovett went to the 
University of Puerto Rico, scene of a number of Com- 
munist inspired Nationalist Party demonstrations. 
Lovett’s friend, Rexford Guy Tugwell, was then gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico and an important figure at the 
university. 

In late years Lovett and his surviving widow lived 
at Jane Addams Hull House in Chicago. 
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OME may think that the first blood of the American 
S Revolutionary War was spilt at Lexington on 
April 19, 1775. Others may point to the Boston 
massacre on March 5, 1770. Neither are correct. The 
first bloody incident took place on February 22, 1770, 
in Hanover Street, Boston. 

It was on the morning of February 22, 1770, that a 
pole mounted with a rude wooden head and a pointing 
finger was placed by some boys in front of Theophilus 
Lillie’s establishment in Boston located near Pember- 
ton’s Meeting House on Hanover Street—a street fa- 
vored by wealthy sea captains of the 18th century. The 
pole was placed in front of Lillie’s place to have pas- 
sersby know that he was one of the unfaithful mer- 
chants in the American cause. 


Mr. Proctor walked over to him and demanded to 
know what he meant by shouting: “Perjury” at them. 
To this Richardson replied: “I don’t mean you, Mr. 
Proctor.” 

Turning to Mr. Knox he shouted: “Damn you! Per- 
jury! You villain!” Knox was quick to return the 
abuse. This made Richardson shout: “By the eternal 
God, I will make it hot for some of you before night!” 

The boys who had gathered near the five men now 
began to call Richardson: “Poke Nose!” and “In- 
former!’ Richardson now returned to the street, 
flourished his arms and shouted threats at the boys. 
The boys replied with squeals and cat-calls. Richard- 
son responded with more threats. 

Having their fill of his threats the boys began to throw 
light dirt at him. He returned 
the fire with hands full of dirt

and stones. And now the 
throwing of dirt and stones be- 
came savage. The boys finally 
drove him into his house. 

In a matter of minutes Rich- 
ardson opened the door of his 
house and stood on the thres- 
hold with an armed musket, He 
shouted: “I will make a lane 
through you if you do not go 


After setting up their pole of ridicule the boys moved 
a short distance away and waited to see what would 
happen. 


Lillie made no appearance for he probably realized 
that the boys would shout at him. Most of the pass- 
ersby grinned as they looked at the pageantry and 
made mental note of Lillie’s store. 


Just about this time a seaman by the name of George 
Wilmot, who was in the service of the Custom’s Com- 
missioners delivered a message to Ebenezer Richardson 
—one whom Lieutenant Governor Thomas Hutchinson 
of Massachusetts described as a “landwaiter, or infer- 
ior customs house officer, and before that, an informer 
who was peculiarly obnoxious to the people.” 

Shortly after, Richardson, who lived only a few 
doors from Lillie, hastened to the merchant’s establish- 
ment, 

When Richardson came out of Lillie’s store, he repri- 
manded the boys because of their pageantry. 

Richardson, a stout, rough man, first tried to de- 
molish the pageantry with his physical strength and 
failed. The boys laughed at him. 

Then he tried to persuade a countryman to destroy 
the pageantry by asking him to run his wagon against 
it. But the countryman being a patriot refused to be- 
come a party to his venture. 

Next Richardson tried to get the driver of a charcoal 
wagon to run down the pole. He tried to persuade 
the teamster to carry out this act by claiming that he 
was a magistrate of the town and that he would see 
to it that nothing happened. The teamster refused. 

With great heat Richardson then took hold of the 
horses’ bridles and tried to direct them so the wagon 
would ram the pole. Again he failed. And again the 
boys roared with laughter and jeered him. 

Richardson, his face now red with frustrated fury, 
hastily walked about 50 paces to his house. On his 
way he met four Boston citizens: Edward Proctor, 
Thomas Knox, Captain Riordan and Captain Skillings. 
Facing them in an impudent manner, he shouted : “Per- 
jury! Perjury!” When he reached the door of his house 
he again repeated his insult. 


away!” 

This produced another ex- 
change of angry words between the boys and Richard- 
son. Then Richardson fired his musket, undoubtedly 
over the heads of the boys and the spectators for not 
one was hurt. 


This musket shot aroused the boys. They hurled 
countless stones at Richardson and his house—some 
of them penetrated through the windows of his house. 
And to escape injury Richardson hurriedly slammed 
the door of his house. 

Richardson was not content with being safe. And 
what is more his life was not in danger. But foolishly 
he decided to avenge himself by firing at random his 
musket loaded with “swan shot” from one of the 
broken windows. 

About this time 12 year old Christopher Gore, (son 
of Captain John Gore of Pemberton’s Hill, now Court 
Street, and who later became Governor of Massachu- 
setts), arrived on the scene. 

At the same time 11 year old Christopher Snider 
(Schneider) who had been attracted by the noise came 
running up to the scene. He was on his way from 


Faneuil Hall, Boston, Where Richardson Was Hailed Be- 
fore Magistrate in 1770. 
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Madam Apthrop’s residence to school—perhaps Han- 
over Street School. 

Snider’s parents lived in the South End of Boston 
on Frog Lane. But young Snider lived in the North 
End of the town at the residence of Madam Apthrop 
where he was employed as a servant boy before and 
after school. 

Young Snider barely reached a position across the 
street from Richardson’s house when this ‘inferior 
customs officer’ fired at the crowd from one of his 
broken windows. 

In this second blitz some of the shot passed through 
the trousers of a passing seaman. Fortunately this 
was not serious. On the other hand some of the slugs 
of the shot penetrated through both thighs and through 
two fingers of the right hand of Christopher Gore. 
Young Snider dropped in the street when eleven of the 
shot’s slugs, (about the size of large peas) pierced his 
body and cruelly tore into his right hand. 

Immediately some of the spectators carried young 
Gore and Snider into a neighborhood house while 
others ran for Dr. Warren and other doctors. A few 
of them ran to Pemberton’s New Brick Meeting House 
and rang the church bell to call the people. Most of 
the spectators—witnesses of the first blood to be spilt 
in the American Revolutionary War—surrounded Rich- 
ardson’s house. 

While some of the crowd entered Richardson’s house 
by the rear door, others guarded the windows and 
front door. 

After a stiff struggle Richardson and George Wilmot 
were seized and disarmed. Richardson, to resist sei- 
zure used his unloaded musket as a club, while Wilmot 
used the stock of his loaded musket as a club, but out 
of fear or whatever reason, he never fired his musket. 

When the brave patriots dragged Richardson and 
Wilmot into the street a great concourse of excited 
and angry patriots jammed Hanover Street. 

Richardson was greeted with such names as “In- 
former!” “Murderer!” “Tyrant!” and “Villian!” 

One person made his way through the crowd with 
a noose for he felt that Richardson should be hanged 
at once. He even slipped the noose over Richardson’s 
head as the ‘inferior customs officer’ struggled and 
shouted abuse. Before this move got out of hand one 
of the leaders pleaded with the crowd that they should 
not take the law into their hands. He pleaded that 
the two culprits should be tried by law. 

So, they were first dragged through the streets to the 
home of Magistrate John Ruddock. Taking the situa- 
tion in at a glance, he decided that they should be 
taken to Faneuil Hall under guard for he feared the 
increasing crowd might get out of control and tear 
to pieces both Richardson and Wilmot. 

As the two men were examined before Magistrates 
Richard Dana, Samuel Pemberton, Edmund Quincy, 
and John Ruddock about a thousand persons crowded 
into Faneuil Hall. In these proceedings the two cul- 
prits heaped numberless abuses on the heads of the 
inhabitants. 

As the two prisoners were being examined at Fan- 
euil Hall, Dr. Warren and two other surgeons were 
working over the two boys who had been carried into 
the house of one of Richardson’s neighbors. 

Gore, the doctors said, would live. But there was 
no hope for young Snider. One of the eleven slugs 


which penetrated his body had “pierced his breast 
about one and a half inches above the midriff, and 
passing clear through the right lobe of “lungs lodged 
in his back.” 

At the meeting of the Jury of Inquest, after hearing

the testimony of the three surgeons, the jury charged 
Richardson with “wilful murder.” 

As young Snider lay dying some hurried to the 
home of his parents on Frog Lane (now Boylston 
Street) near Newberry (now Washington Street) to 
offer their sympathy and assistance. 

As soon as possible his parents hastened to Hanover 
Street. Those at his bedside were deeply touched by 
the “firmness of mind he showed when he first saw 
his parents,” even though he was racked with bodily 
pain. They were also impressed when he thanked the 
clergymen who had come to pray for him, 

In reporting these dying hours of young Snider, and 
of “his manly spirit in his discreet answers to the doc- 
tors,” the “Boston Gazette and Country Journal” con- 
cluded with this observation: “together with the sev- 
eral heroic pieces found in his pocket, particularly 
Wolfe’s ‘Summit of Human Glory,’ gives reasons to 
think he had a martial genius and would have been a 
clever man.” 

At the same time it was reported that “this inno- 
cent lad is the first, whole life, who has been a victim 
to the cruelty and rage of oppressors. Young as he 
was, he died in his country’s cause, by the hand of an 
execrable villian, directed by others, who could not 
bear to see the enemies of America made the ridicule 
of boys. ... A thorough inquisition will be made in 
America for that of young Snider, which crieth for 
vengance, like the blood of righteous Abel. And surely 
if justice has not been driven from their seats, speedy 
vengance awaits the murders, and their accomplices, 
however secure they may think themselves at present. 
‘For whoso sheddeth, or procureth the shedding of 
man’s blood, by man shall his blood be shed.’ ” 

At nine o’clock in the evening on the same day of 
the incident young Snider died. The next morning 
his body was removed to the home of his grief stricken 
parents on Frog Lane. Countless persons came to the 
humble home of the Sniders to pay their last respects 
to the remains of the “little hero and first martyr to 
the noble cause.” 

Word was passed by persons to persons, and by the 
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Presbyterian Meeting House in Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, stands a tombstone marking the final rest- 
ing place of America’s first Unknown Soldier. No 
sentry marches beside it with muffled step and no 
services are ever held in honor of the Kentucky private 
who lies buried there. As a matter of fact, most 
Americans are not even aware of the fact that there 
ever was an Unknown Soldier of the Revolutionary 
War, or know the strange tale surrounding his inter- 
ment. 
It was in 1821 that some workers, digging an excava-

verted into a vast hospital center tending the wounds 
of the Continentals who fell in the midst of the last 
pitched battles against the Redcoats around Yorktown, 
the Old Meeting House had been turned into a “re- 
ceiving station” for the ill and the injured, and had 
seen more than its share of war in the faces of the 
wounded and the dying. It was at the Meeting House 
as well that the nation officially mourned the loss of 
George Washington in 1799, its chureh bells tolling 
ceaselessly for a week in honor of America’s first presi- 
dent. And now, long afterward, it was the place where 
the Continental Unknown Soldier lay in peace. 

Nevertheless, despite the ini-

tial interest attending the dis- 
covery of the ammunition box 
and its Revolutionary occu- 
pant, as the months went by 
the excitement wore off and all 
the impressive plans to build a 
magnificent monument to his 
memory were forgotten.

tion for an addition to St. Mary’s Church, which lies 
adjacent to the Meeting House, suddenly came upon a 
crumbling Revolutionary ammunition box. Opening 
it they discovered that inside were the remains of a 
man, the few personal possessions he had been carry- 
ing with him at the time of his death, and all that 
four decades had spared of the uniform he had been 
wearing—decorated in such fashion as to indicate 
that the buried soldier had been a private in a Ken- 
tucky regiment. 

However, when Virginia historical officials were 
notified of the find and St. Mary’s moved to obtain 
permission to entomb the Revolutionary campaigner 
in its own cemetery, a local surveying ollicer abruptly 
found that inadvertently, the digging crew had over- 
stepped the church’s boundaries, and that the ammuni- 
tion box had actually been discovered on property be- 
longing to the Presbyterian Meeting House. 

For nearly a year, a hot legal battle raged between 
the two groups. Both claimed the body for their own. 
Eventually the courts upheld the Presbyterian claim 
and the Old Meeting House prepared to rebury the 
Kentuckian in its own graveyard—called, “God’s 
Acre’—and erect a monument to a man long over- 
looked by time and history. . 

On a warm summer’s morning in 1821, therefore, the 
Unknown Soldier was put to rest behind the church. 
Next to him were other heroes of a period that Ameri- 
ca, nearly four decades later, already remembered only 
hazily, being forced to rely on the historian for the 
bulk of its information. For example, at the far cor- 
ner of the cemetery lay Major John Carlyle, one of 
Virginia’s bravest and a bulwark of strength for 
George Washington during the grim days at Valley 
Forge. Nearby rested half a dozen privates, men who 
had served under Carlyle and who had requested that 
they be interred next to him. And directly opposite 
the Unknown Soldier’s grave rose the tombstone otf 
Colonel Dennis Ramsey, who gave his life at Saratoga 
in 1777. 

The Old Meeting House itself had also played a 
major role not only during the American Revolution 
but in the immensely significant train of events lead- 
ing up to it. Here it was that some of the first fiery 
tirades against King George the Third were voiced 
and heartily applauded. And for part of the time dur- 
ing the rebellion, when Alexandria found itself con- 


remember the Kentucky pri- 
vate buried in their midst. 

One day, however, while preparing a story dealing 
with the history of “God’s Acre” for a local newspaper, 
William Gregory, an official of the Old Meeting House, 
suddenly recalled the tale of the hero who lay for- 
gotten and unmourned in the church’s cemetery. The 
incident, brought to mind after all these years, touched 
Gregory deeply. From that moment on he was to de- 
vote the remainder of his life to a tireless campaign 
aimed at erecting the shrine that Virginia had once 
promised the Unknown Soldier yet never built. 

As Gregory put it at the time, in a letter to a friend, 
“Here lies a man forgotten by all, who served his na- 
tion in its darkest hour, succumbed on the battletield, 
and was laid to rest in an ammunition box for want 
of a coffin. Is it appropriate that a hero such as he 
was—and there are probably hundreds of others like 
him, soldiers without names—should be accorded such 
a lack of sympathy and understanding on the part of 
those he sought to protect?” 

Gregory believed otherwise. He became Virginia’s 
conscience, constantly reminding her of her unful- 
filled obligation to the Kentuckian. And just as the 
soldier whose cause Gregory espoused had given up 
his life in the struggle to make America free, he 


Old Presbyterian Meeting House in Alexandria, Virginia, in

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eventually sacrificed his own in the campaign to me- 
morialize the private’s achievement. 

Upon his death in 1875, Gregory’s daughter Mary, 
herself long interested in the Continental hero, carried 
on his work. For nearly fifty years she ceaselessly 
kept before all Virginia the promise it had made and 
forgotten. For the most part, all her efforts proved 
fruitless. 

Then, one day in 1926, officials of the Old Meeting 
House announced that a restoration project was about 
to be launched with the purpose of preserving the 
church, just as it was during the Colonial Period, so 
that future generations might see it and recall the 
stirring events that permeated its lifetime. For 
Mary Gregory, this was the opportunity she had been 
seeking for five decades. Hours after the report ap- 
peared in the newspapers, she called on the members 
of the restoration committee, bullied them into the 
churchyard, pointed to the untended grave of the Un- 
known Soldier, and demanded, “What about him?” 
Taken aback by the suddenness of Mary’s fierce attack, 
for a moment the committee’s chairman was silent. 
Then he spoke the words that both William and Mary 
Gregory had fought so desperately to hear. “He shall 
have his shrine,” the man said softly, “and the debt 
will finally be paid.” 

Three years later, on April 19, 1929, a brief cere- 
mony was held in “God’s Acre.” The Secretary of 
War, James Good, uttered a few remarks appropriate 
to the moment; Mary Gregory added hers; and at last, 
William Tyler Page, who had written the inscription 
etched on the base of the monument, pulled the cord 
that unveiled it to America. 

Over a hundred years late, Virginia had made good 
its promise. The Kentucky private, who like hundreds 
of other Continentals, had fought for the principles 
of the American Revolution, and had died nameless 
and unmourned, now stood remembered. And perhaps 
the words that Page had labored so long and hard 
to compose, at least in part made up for the century 
of delay that had preceded the building of the shrine. 

They read: “Here lies a soldier of the Revolution 
whose identity is known but to God. He was an 
idealism ... that overthrew despotism, that estab- 
lished a people’s government, that wrote a Constitu- 
tion ... that fixed a standard of value upon men 
above gold and lifted high the torch of liberty. In 
ourselves, his soul exists as part of ours, his memory’s 
mansion.” 

No soldier could ever have asked for a finer tribute, 
nor deserved it more, 


Tus Tome or THe UNKNOWN Sovpier of World War 
I was completed and opened to the public, not im- 
mediately following the burial service on Armistice 
Day of 1921, but on April 9, 1932, at 9:30 a.m. In the 
interim the grave was marked by the more simple 
white marble slab which now serves as a base for the 
completed memorial. 


The tomb was designed by Thomas Hudson Jones, 
sculptor, and Lorimer Rich, architect, of New York 
City. Their design was chosen in competition with 
seventy-three others submitted by American designers 
of unquestioned reputation. 

The contest was announced in 1926 by the Secretary 
of War by authorization of the Congress which that 
year appropriated $50,000. The Act of Congress re- 
quired that the accepted design be approved by the 
Arlington Cemetery Commission, the American Battle 
Monuments Commission and the Fine Arts Commis-

sion; and it must be the work of an American citizen 
or citizens. 

The jury chosen to study the submitted designs 
was composed of: Charles A. Coolidge, chairman, 
F. A. I. A.; Paul P. Crete, architect; D. H. Buraham, 
architect; Hanford McNider, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and National Commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion; Mrs. William D. Rock, representing the 
American War Mothers, and Victor Mideleff, archi- 
tectural advisor. 

Five of the seventy-four designs submitted were 
chosen for further study. The designers of these five 
were requested to submit plaster models. The deci- 
sion of the judges was based not only on the excellence 
of design but also its adaptability to the surroundings 
in Arlington Cemetery. The choice of the Jones-Rich 
design was unanimous and anonymous. 

The tomb is 11 feet high, 8 feet wide at the base 
and 5 feet, 8 inches wide at the top. The length at 
the base is 13 feet, 11 inches and at the top 11 feet, 7 
inches. It is Yule (Colorado) marble, white and 
flawless. The complete tomb consists of only four 
pieces: the sub-base, base, capstone and die. This last 
piece is one of the largest ever quarried, weighing 70 
tons. Cutting and carving reduced the weight to the 
present 50 tons. The sculptoring was done in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

On the rear of the monument, facing the amphi- 
theatre, is the tomb’s only inscription: “Here lies in 
honored glory an American Soldier known but to 
God.” On the front, facing the capital, are carved 
the three figures of Victory, Valor and Peace. 

The several branches of the service are represented in 
rotation as Guard of Honor. The guard is on duty 
during the hours when the cemetery is open to the 
public—From Known But To God, Paul P. Walsh.

that even Immigration officials did not realize what 
was taking place, since exit permits are no longer 
required if the emmigrant has passage. 

The Senate Internal Security committee was told 
by a Russian born woman living in Paterson, N. J., 
in whose property two of the seamen stayed, that she 
found bloodstained shirts, broken phonograph records, 
and other evidences of struggle following the men’s 
disappearance. The seamen had sought a haven in 
this country after their oil tanker had been captured 
by Chinese Nationalists in the Pacific. 

The master operator who engineered the hasty de 
parture of the seamen from the United States turned 
out to be Konstantin Ekimov, first secretary of the 
Soviet delegation at the U. N. American officials said 
he acted outside the scope of his diplomatic authority. 

U. S. Senators have demanded the ouster of Arkady 
A. Sobolev, Chief of the U. N. Delegation from Russia, 
and Konstantine Ekimov, secretary of the delegation, 
for their part in the kidnapping of the five Russians. 


Anti-Red Target of Assassin 


Still another angle of pressure exerted by Red 
bossed Embassies and Legations to force certain na- 
tionals to return home has been revealed by Princess 
Ileana, of Roumania, who is in exile in the United 
States with her husband. 

Princess Ileana, who has been giving anti-Commu- 
nist lectures in the United States, was apparently the 
target of an assassin who fired into a crowd of some 
400 Roumanian Americans engaged in an open-air 
church service in New York in May. One of the bul- 
lets narrowly missed the Princess but killed a church 
warden. 

The Very Rev. Florian Gladau, pastor of the church 
and himself a refugee from Roumania, said he believed 
the gunman was a “trained agent” of the Communists 
who was sent to make trouble. Many members of the 
congregation, which has been supporting Radio Free 
Europe through anti-Communist broadcasts, expressed 
the belief that the shooting was a Communist plot to 
frighten Roumanian exiles into silence. It is the 
second shooting in Roumanian church circles in the 
U. 8. A. indicating a sharp division among the Rou- 
mainians in the United States. 

Princess Ileana has told the Senate Internal Secur- 
ity Committee about a current campaign to force refu- 
gees to return to Roumania and has involved attaches 
of the Roumanian legation and a Detroit Roumanian 
Orthodox Bishop in the plot. 

The effectiveness of a Roumanian bishop in Detroit 
in persuading a score or more of his parishioners to 
return to Communist Roumania will be one of the 
next items to be investigated by the Senate Internal 
Security Committee. 

The Bishop is Andrew Moldovan, who has been 
branded a Communist by Princess Lleana. 


The Committee has already massed considerable 
evidence including data that Bishop Moldovan al- 
legedly has recently mailed pamphlets to hundreds of 
Roumanians living in the United States urging them 
to join him in a visit to Red Roumania “to see the 
new freedom.” 

Bishop Moldovan entered the United States in 1923 
and was naturalized in 1943 at Gary, Ind. In 1950 


he showed up in Communist Roumania and was con- 
secrated a bishop of the Roumanian Communion. He

returned to this country that same year, and most of 
his churches refused to recognize his title. The case 
was taken into federal court where it was ruled Ameri- 
cans of Roumanian ancestry had a right to select their 
own Bishop. 

The Princess Ileana has also given the Senate Com- 
mittee considerable information about pressure—even 
from the Roumanian Legation—to force certain Rou- 
manian nationals to return home. Similar propaganda 
is coming in in the form of a Roumanian language 
paper printed in the Communist sector of Berlin. 

Similarly three officials of the Hungarian Legation 
in Washington have been accused of using terrorist 
tactics against Iron Curtain refugees now in our coun- 
try, in an attempt to force them to return home, 

This charge comes from Msgr. Bela Varga, a Roman 
Catholic Priest and former speaker of the Hungarian 
Parliament. 

The Legation attaches named by the priest are: 
Charles Szarka, Laszlo Hars, and Vince Csapala. He 
declares: “In circumventing their obligation to the 
United States Government, they have been traveling

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in the U. 8., visiting prospective victims, threatening, 
terrorizing and even blackmailing them with reprisals 
against their families in case they refuse to return to 
Hungary.” 


In one instance the United States government has 
told a foreign country’s representatives here to cease 
exerting pressure on refugees who have voluntarily 
sought haven here. Polish Ambassador Romuald Spa- 
sowski has been handed a note of protest by our State 
Department. The note demanded that “Polish repre- 
sentatives in this country cease immediately the objec- 
tionable practice of unsolicited personal visits in fur- 
therance of the Polish government’s repatriation cam- 
paign.” It added that the Polish officials are taking 
“advantage of the fact that close relatives of such 
Polish Nationals still live in Poland.” 

With brazen and arrogant insolence Soviet and other 
Iron Curtain officials, operating through the Embassy, 
Legations and “Missions” enjoying diplomatic privi- 
leges in the United States have launched this cold- 
blooded drive, sometimes reaching terrorist propor. 
tions to force certain nationals to return home. The 
campaign not only applies to Russians in this country, 
but to nationals of Iron Curtain countries under Mos- 
cow domination. 

Combined with these iron fist tactics, the Reds are 
stepping up their activities in attempting to line up 
federal and defense plant employees who might have 
access to information of value to the Reds. 


Charity Racket Launched by Agents 


While on the one hand the representatives of the 
Iron Curtain Countries here are using those high 
handed methods in attempting to induce refugees and 
their nationals to return to their home land, they are 
at the same time “milking” other nationals and sym- 
pathetic Americans in connection with charitable gift 
boxes “to be sent to the home lands.” 

Communist Embassies and Legations have been ac- 
cused of being a party to the scheme whereby they 
authorize certain agencies to sell the “gift parcels” 
and arrange for their shipment abroad. 

One official has pointed out that on a gift package 
containing two pounds of coffee, two pounds of sugar 
and a pound of cocoa, normally costing about $3 here, 
the sender is soaked $15 in charges. A Lithuanian Na. 
tionalist in our country wishing to send three pairs 
of nylon hose costing a total of $3 to a relative in his 
home land must fork over $8 to get the parcel on its 
way. 

The scheme is being worked among most foreign 
groups whose home land is dominated by the Reds. 

Scientists who object to loyalty checks before being 
employed on a Government project can find no sym- 
pathy in Sen, James O. Eastland, Chairman of the 
Senate Internal Security Committee, who recently de- 
clared, “IT have assumed that scientists, of all people, 
would understand the value of a check on any pur. 
ported fact, and I cannot believe any true American 
would object to an examination of his background.” 

Sen. Eastland referred to the case of Mark Zborow- 
ski, a Russian national who was naturalized in 1947, 
and who has been a government employee engaged in 
important research work at a Veterans Administration 
hospital. “Aside from the scientific aspects of his 
work, we now have learned that Zborowski has been 
an agent for the NKVD, the dreaded Soviet secret 
police,” said Sen, Eastland, 

“He acknowledged that he made no record of that 
fact when he applied for his visa or for citizenship.

The project at the Veterans Administration on which

by withholding the stamping of Russia or Iron Cur- 
tain countries on the passports as they entered and 
left. 

Rev. Willard Uphauss, head of the World Fellow- 
ship, was called before the Committee to explain his 
use of passports abroad. 

Three individuals have been arrested by the FBI on 
charges of thefts or of conspiring in the same, of secret 
Air Force data in New Jersey. They include S/Sgt. 
Harold Brill, of the Air Force, Bryant Schreiber, Sid- 
ney Stern, and Seymour Hindman, all of New Jersey.

Elizabeth Bentley, one time Communist spy ring 
leader, accused Coe of having been a member of the 
Soviet spy ring in Washington. 


The Leftwing Political Orbit Revolves 


While on the one hand the new labor giant, the 
combined AFL-ICO denies any ambition to control 
the Nation’s political government, the political brains 
of the two organizations have been assigned to mas- 
termind the political subdivision of the new organ- 
ization. 


Both Walter Reuther, of the CIO wing, and George 
Meany, of the AFL,, have denied in one voice since 
the merger, that the new group has any intention of 
forming an independent political bloc. In another Reu- 
ther has called for more political action and threatens 
a Labor Party. It is history since the early days of the 
New Deal that the compass of labor union leadership’s 
support in political elections has pointed in only one 
direction, that being toward the New Deal, Fair Deal 
political philosophy of the Democrat Party. It has 
been a rare November election day that the top labor 
union leaders enthusiastically supported any Repub- 
lican for any office, unless like Wayne Morse he was 
running as a Republican only to turn Democrat when 
elected. 


A political giant in new form now appears with the 
merger of the two big labor groups, and their political 
units formerly known as the CIO Political Action 
Committee and the AFL Political Education League. 
Aligned with these in the leftist drive now are the 
Americans for Democratic Action, the League for In- 
dustrial Democracy, the National Farmers Union, the 
National Association for Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, the National Religion and Labor Foundation, 
Leadership Conference on Civil Rights, Southern Con- 
ference Education Fund,the Southern Regional Coun- 
cil and the National Committee for an Effective 
Congress. This formation will drive in 1956 to nomi- 
nate and elect leftists to the Presidency and Congress 
through existing political Party labels and attempt to 
force their ideologies into the Platforms, 

The National Farmers Union held its annual con- 
vention in Denver recently with a reported 800 dele- 
gates present. Besides James Patton, head, Walter 
Reuther of the CIO-Auto Union, spoke. A call for 
political action in the primaries and the general fall 
election was issued by Patton and Reuther against

In Drive Against GOP and Dixie 

The Communist Party is back in the political field 
again and has published an “Election Year Guide” 
calling for an “independent course which influences 
the direction of the Democrat Party.” The document 
is by a convicted Red, Claude Lightfoot, who is free 
on a $30,000 bond covering a Smith Act conviction. 
The publication urges all Communists to defeat what 
it calls the “G.O.P. Cadillac Cabinet,” as well as the 
“defeat of Dixiecrats in the Democrat Party.” Issues 
on which Reds will harp in the campaign, it was re- 
vealed, are anti-Negro discrimination, labor and farm 
problems and the replacement of a cold war policy with 
one of “competitive co-existence.” 

The C1O wing of the new labor movement has jumped 
down the throat of the Democrat Party with the threat 
from Walter P. Reuther that labor unions ought to 
abandon the Democrat Party if it attempts to shun 
the civil rights question. He declared the Democrat 
Party can come back into power this year, only if it 
supports without compromise, the New Deal and Fair 
Deal values of humanity and liberalism.

An idea of what organized labor will dump into the 
next political campaign was given by David Dubinsky, 
head of the International Ladies Garment Workers 
Union following the union’s recent Atlantic City con- 
vention. He estimated that labor would raise three 
million dollars. His own union plans to raise a quar- 
ter of a million political slush fund which will be added 
to the $288,000 carried over from previous campaigns. 


Will Demos Bow To A. D. A. Leftwingers? 


The Americans for Democratic Action recently held 
their three-day national convention in Washington 
with some 600 delegates reportedly attending, but 
wound up appearing a rather unhappy lot. They are 
unhappy with President Eisenhower, having absolutely 
no use for any Republican. They are unhappy with 
conservative Democrats, and in no uncertain terms 
let it be known they will not lift a finger to support 
a conservative Democrat candidate, although the ban- 
ner to which they have always rallied has been the 
Democrat Party. If that Party nominates some one 
like Sen. Lyndon Johnson, of Texas, or Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche, of Ohio, for President, the A. D. Avers will 
apparently boycott the November election. But who 
cares outside its own ranks? 

The “brains” of the A. D. A. sent leading Democrat 
candidates a questionnnaire on what these leftist 
“brains” term are the “ten leading political issues.” 
Adlai Stevenson, Estes Kefauver and Gov. Harriman 
sent answers. So near alike were their views that the 
A. D. A. convention ordained all three “eminently 
qualified,” because each is a man of “forceful liberal 
convictions.” 

The A, D. A. convention adopted a resolution blast- 
ing the Eisenhower-Nixon ticket as objectionable to 
the A. D. A., and that the organization “must oppose 
it with all its resources.” So where does that leave 
A. D. A., but in the Democrat folds? 

Attorney Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., who got himself in- 
volved with a phoney in a plot to smear Sen. Mc-

Alien Racket Under Attack 


A racket in Chinese passports and citizenship for- 
geries may break into the open soon as the result of 
a secret Congressional investigation that has been 
underway for some time. 

It has been revealed that for about $3,700, a China- 
man can have his ‘citizenship’ established in this coun- 
try. One of the investigators has estimated that if all 
the Chinese claiming birth in San Francisco before 
the earthquake destroyed all the records were totaled, 
every Chinese woman in the coutry at that time would 
have given birth to about 800 children. In other words 
racketeers, for a fat fee, claim to be able to trace 
parentage back to pre-earthquake days. 

The passport racket also discloses some startling 
fakery. A recent investigation shows that 30 percent 
of all applicants for admission to the United States 
were not the person actually named in the passport. 
Others claimed to have relatives here and four-fifths 
of the applicants in this category were found not to 
be related when blood tests were made. Out of one

While Russians are seeing to it that their own 
subjects in Russia, Red China, North Korea, the Kur- 
illes, Vietnam, Tibet, and the European Iron Curtain 
countries cannot and do not revolt, their organized 
Communist Party forces, flanked by agents from their 
Embassies, trade and scientific missions, peace, labor, 
women, youth, and other intellectual fronts, plus their 
organized underground espionage agents, chip at the 
passions, inspired or sharpened by their agents operat- 
ing in non-Communist countries throughout the 
world, while others of them gather secrets of national 
defense and probe the economic situation in efforts to 
find weak spots which can be agitated. 


Russia playing on the passions for peace of people 
in the non-Communist world, endeavoring to promote 
sentiment for their acceptance of the Russian peaceful 
“co-existence” plan, has augmented the propaganda 
effort with offers of financial and economic aid, cul- 
tural relations, and other similar baits, and in connec- 
tion with this drive have recently announced a reduc- 
tion in the Red armed forces to the extent of 1,200,000 
men. This is the second promise of the type in six 
months, all of it for the “future.’”” This propaganda 
has as its aim that of weakening the NATO and 
SEATO powers, reduction of appropriations for na- 
tional defense in non-Communist countries and of 
drugging the minds of non-Communist civilians with 
the belief that war between the two existing conten- 
tions, Communism and free governments, is no longer 
a probability. 

The facts have been hidden by Russia and by many 
of its friends in countries outside of the Iron Curtain, 
that Russia has within the past six months, while 
parading its promise of armed force reductions, ac- 
tually consolidated the armed forces of the Iron Cur- 
tain countries under Russian command, equipped them 
with Russia’s modern weapons of warfare, including 
its newest rocket planes, and automatic weapons. 
The Iron Curtain countries armed forces have been 
integrated by Russian soldiers thereby making it im- 
possible for the mixed in nationals to revolt against 
the government or against their alien leadership. 

China’s armed forces have likewise been swallowed 
up by Russian command, their forces have also been 
trained and equipped by Russia, making those forces 
also an integral part of the Red army of Russia. China 
in return has of course planted its forces in North 
Korea, in Tibet and in Vietnam, making those forces 
subject to their command, and Afganistan and Arabia, 
aided by Russia, China and the Iron Curtain, are 
equipping their armed forces with Red army weapons 
and the Red “technicians” who follow in the path of 
the Red aid, are training the armed forces in Russian 
technics, making them powerless in the event of war 
between the Red and the non-Red world. 


This military strategy guards the world center of 
Communism (Russia), and the seat of world con- 
spiracy, with an Iron rim of armed forces which 
Russia can use either for striking power or as a de- 
fense force, making it almost impossible to strike the 
beast before it can retaliate with an offensive. Under 
this set up Russia can now sit back and play its 
ruthless games abroad, while furthering its own eco- 
nomic expansions at home without sleepless nights. 

While Russia has yet 4,600,000 men in its armed 
services, it has built an army of 125,000 men plus a 
“security” and “Party Combat” force of 160,000 men 
in East Germany. These are under Russian com-

Rus- 
sian divisions moved out of Austria have also inte- 
grated the Bulgarian army, now totaling some 234,000 
men under the Command of 3,000 Russian officers. 


Rumanian forces are reportedly equal in size to those 
in Bulgaria. 


Red China maintains an army of some 3 million 
standing; 1% million Regional District troops; half 
million Public Security troops; 13 million Home 
Guard and some 750,000 «iationed in North Korea 
and Tibet. 


The “‘peace-like’”’ mask of the Reds was shorn long 
enough to parade their armed might in Moscow, East 
Germany, Peiping, and other national centers of the 
Red portion of the world on May Day. 

Added to the so-called change of face, the Red’s 
propaganda has it that they have put into force a 
change in their labor regulations, changes doing away 
with regulations they heretofore denied existed, They 
say now that a laborer can change jobs without violat- 
ing law. Yet they state he must give reasons for the 
change and obtain permission to make the change. 
Change without permission loses for him all his ac- 
cumulated security benefits. They say they will soon 
close all slave labor camps, yet they have contended 
they maintained no such camps. Some 70 thousand 
are said to be in such camps in Poland, 45,000 in the 
Ukraine, 15 million in Russia proper, and 23 million 
in Red China, so far as statistics are available. Tens 
of thousands are being purged daily, and but few 
are being released. 

While this propaganda show of “peaceful coexist- 
ence”’ is built up by the Reds, their agents are still 
on the tirade outside of Russia. France has nipped 
an espionage ring in the bud by the arrest of two 
government employees in Paris who leaked secrets 
to a Red espionage force on Indo-China. France also 
closed two Communist organs for breach of security 
recently. 

In England, the government is bothered over the 
new encroachments of Reds in the major labor unions. 
They are reported to now have control of the Mine 
Union with 700,000 membership; the Electrical Work- 
ers with 211,000 membership, and are penetrating and 
working for control of the Engineers Union with 810,- 
000 membership. In the United States, as world-wide, 
the government is unearthing new espionage activities 
or approaches to government and industrial techni- 
cians in quest of armed secrets. Italy recently held 
an election in which Communists strove to gain con- 
trol of the thousands of local governments as the 
initial step to control of the national government. 
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batch of 200 cases of Chinese immigrants, 84 percent 
were found to be based on some kind of a fraud. 

Many Congressmen feel the racket is opening the 
door to infiltration by Chinese Reds. 

A writer for a Detroit Polish language newspaper 
had his passport lifted just as he started to board a 
liner for a tour of Poland with 47 other Polish Amer- 
icans. He is Casimir Thaddeus Nowacki, who has 
written many articles for the “People’s Voice,” a 
Polish language pro-Red newspaper published in De- 
troit by Thomas Dombrowski who had arranged the 
tour. Both were murdered recently. 

[migration authorities said they acted under regu- 
lations pertaining to “limitation on issuance of pass- 
ports to persons supporting the Communist move- 
ment.” Neither Dombrowski nor Nowacki would tell 
newsmen at the pier whether they are Communists 
Nowacki did say, referring to the residents of Com- 
munist Poland “the Polish people have never been so 
well off spiritually or materially.” 

He indicated immigration men had told him his 
application would be reconsidered if he signed a 
sworn statement declaring he was not nor had ever 
been a Communist. 

Dombrowski said his paper takes a favorable view 
toward the “people’s democracies” of Eastern Europe. 

His refusal to sign an affidavit saving he is not a 
member of the Communist Party has cost Rockwell 
Kent, the artist of Au Sable Forks, N. Y., passport 
privileges. Kent has a long record of pro-Communist 
affiliation and activity. 

In a ruling on the case Federal Judge Joseph C. 
McGarraghy upheld State Department action in the 
case. Kent sought permission to go to Ireland, al- 
legedly for the purpose of painting. 

Kent was represented by Leonard Boudin and David 
Rein who argued the State Department refusal was 
an unconstitutional infringement on the right of a 
citizen to travel. The U. 8S. Attorney handling the 
case declared that Kent was not eligible for a pass- 
port since he had not completed his application—the 
non-Communist oath affidavit being absent. 

One hundred thousand more aliens reported their 
present adresses this year than in 1954, the previous 
all-high year since the registration requirement went 
into effect. 

The Immigration Service has just reported that 
2,622,462 aliens registered as required in January. 
Commissioner Joseph M. Swing reported that 75 per- 
cent of the registered aliens are concentrated in nine 
states. New York State led with 514,208 alien regis- 


trations and California was next with 412,225. Texas 
had 227,254. Other States with over 100,000 aliens 
are Tlinois, Massachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, 


Ohio, and Pensylvania. 

Percentage-wise New York State had 21.5 per cent 
of the alien population in 1954, but this dropped to 
19.6 percent this vear. On the other hand Texas 
jumped from 7.1 to 8.7 percent. 

The Immigration Service said the most striking 
change in nationality groups tabulated this year, was 
found in the count of aliens of Mexican nationality. 
That total jumped from 327,370 in 1954 to 424,325 this 
year. 

Out of this over-all total 215,144 are German aliens, 
505,729 from Great Britain and Canada, 45,724 from 
Greece, 223,566 from Italy, 76,089 Russians, 38,316 
Chinese, 424,325 Mexicans and 905,663 from all other 
countries, 

The American Jewish Congress has gone to bat 
against the Federal Government by contesting a regu-

lation permitting the use of confidential information 
in a deportation proceeding. 

Involved in the case is Dr. Thomas Otto Robitscher, 
a native of Czechoslovakia who came to this country 
to study medicine. He was admitted on a student 
visa and like many others who came in under those 
circumstances, overstayed his visa. Deportation pro- 
ceedings were begun and while Dr. Robitscher denies 
any Communist connection, the American Jewish 
Congress claims the Immigration Service will not 
grant the doctor a pre-examination because of confi- 
dential information outside the record. 


Alien Smuggling and Illegal Entries 


A Chinese businessman in New York and two crew- 
men of an Italian liner have been nabbed as ringlead- 
ers in two separate alien smuggling operations. 

Sing Kee, a Chinatown (NYC) civic leader, is free 
on $5,000 bail. Kee operates the Overseas Travel Serv- 
ice in Chinatown (NYC) and Assistant U. 8S. Attorney 
Gerald L. Goettel, said the Chinaman has been the 
leader of an East Coast ring that in the last twenty 
years has managed the illegal entry of thousands of 
Chinese. He is charged with conspiracy to bring 
Chinese into our country on fraudulent passports. 

The Italian smuggling ring was broken up after 
Immigration agents seized two Italians who said they 
had paid crewmen of the liner Cristoforo Colombo $1,- 
120 for hiding them in a linen locker in order that they

might gain passage to the United States. The arrested 
crewmen are Lino Raffaele and Camillo Ardito. 

In another case, Dr. Octavio Diaz and Ramon Gar- 
riga have been charged in New York City as being 
principals in an alleged half-million dollar a year 
counterfeit document ring which has made possible 
the entry of thousands of undesirable aliens to the 
United States through Latin America. Four others be- 
lieved involved in the crime are under grand jury in- 
vestigation. 

Nearly 25% of commitments to Federal peniten- 
tiaries last year involved immigration law violations, 
the annual report of the Bureau of Prisons reveals. 
Of the record high of 20,929 commitments last vear 
4,952 were for immigration offenses. 

Yet Secretary of State Dulles wants immigration 
laws liberalized to admit thousands more aliens an- 
nually claiming that the present McCarran-Walter 
law discriminates. 

He says that the law’s quota system based on na- 
tional origins is offensive to American traditions, yet 
it has proven satisfactory and in American interest 
for thirty-two years. He gave his testimony recently 
before the Senate Judiciary sub-committee, which 
proved to be not exactly too friendly with his position. 
Scott McLeod, Administrator of the State Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Security and Consular Affairs, ac- 
companied the Secretary and also testified. He agreed 
that in principle the national origins system is all 
right. 

The President has recommended legislation for a 
waiver of the fingerprint requirement for foreign visi- 
tors, a liberalized refugee relief act, to set aside the 
so-called mortgages existing on future quotas due to 
admissions through special legislation. 

Legislation for the protection of the State Depart- 
ment’s confidential files in passport cases sought by 
fellow-travelers has the support of the Department, 
which feels that it would be dangerous to the national 
security to disclose the names of confidential inform- 
ants in passport cases. 

A recent Supreme Court decision upset the State 
Department practice of the past and required that 
denied applicants be given a “due process” hearing 
which has been taken to mean he will be given the 
opportunity to confront his accusers, 

Chairman Walter, of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, and a member of the Judiciary 
Committee to which the bill has been referred says: 
“More and more Communists and people under Com- 
munist discipline apply for passports knowing full 
well the Secretary has the duty to deny their appli- 
cations. After denial, they take their cases to the 
courts in order to break the doors to the secret files. 
There they want to find the names of those who keep 
an eye on their nefarious activities.” 

On the other side of the passport picture, the State 
Department in the future will ask Americans seeking 
foreign travel permits if they are now or have ever 
been a member of the Communist Party. 

The State Department has refused a passport for 
Donald Ogden Stewart, stage and screen writer and 
author of the plays “Life with Father” and “The Bar. 
retts of Wimpole Street.” Stewart is presently living 
in England and sought an American passport for Eu- 
ropean travel. 

He has filed suit, through attorneys, seeking to force 
the Secretary of State to issue the passport. Stewart 
claims he was “blacklisted” in this country beginning 
in 1950 and that he has been forced to earn his living 
abroad.

Trio Indicted For Sedition 
In Interest of Reds 


John William Powell, his wife Sylvia Campbell 
Powell, and Julian Schuman, all American born, 
were indicted last month by a Federal Grand Jury in 
San Francisco on 138 counts involving violations of 
the wartime sedition act. 

The seditious acts allegedly occurred during their 
publication and circulation of a publication known 
as “China Monthly Review” while the trio were in 
Shanghai. The Grand Jury said that while the United 
States was at war with the forces of the North Korean 
Communists and Chinese Communists, the Powells and 
Schuman conspired to circulate the Monthly Review 
with the intent to interfere with the operation and 
success of the military and naval forces of the United 
States, and to promote the success of its enemies. In 
separate counts, Powell is accused of intent to cause 
disunity in the Armed Forces in the United States and 
to interfere with enlistment and recruitment, 

Powell was publisher of the journal and his wife a

The Powells live in San Francisco and Schuman in

Julian Schuman a former New York newspaperman, 
who reported in Red China, took refuge under the Fifth 
Amendment when questioned by the Sub-Committee on 
Internal Security recently in Washington, D. C. He 
refused steadfastly to state whether he had ever been 
a Communist. He claimed to have filed dispatches in 
China for the Chicago Sun-Times, and the Denver 
Post, and to have worked for the American Broadcast- 
ing Company at one time. The Chicago paper denies 
that he ever worked for them. 


Senate Cites Two, Threatens 
Eight With Contempt 


An array of contempt voted citations and indica- 
tions that others would soon be forthcoming, continue 
to mark the current investigation of Red propaganda 
by the Senate Internal Security Committee. 

The Senate voted contempt citations against Herman 
Liveright, former program director of television sta- 
tion WSDU in New Orleans and Mrs. Mark Knowles, 
a librarian for a Quaker Society at Plymouth Meet- 
ing, Pa. Both had refused to answer questions put 
to them by the Senate Committee relative to their 
Communist affiliations. The library received a finan- 
cial contribution from the Fund For The Republic for 
sustaining Mrs. Knowles defiance of the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

Jessica Smith Abt, editor of the successor to the 
magazine “Soviet Russia Today” accused the Senate 
Committee of “witch hunting” and wouldn’t answer 
pertinent questions about her activities. The present 
name of the pro-Soviet propaganda magazine pub- 
lished in New York City is “New World Review.” 
She admitted having also been editor of the Soviet 
Information Bulletin and having been employed in 
the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. C. She re- 
fused to say whether she is a Communist or had been 
one during any of these periods of employment. She 
is the wife of John Abt, ex-New Deal official named 
as a member of the Harold Ware Communist cell by 
a committee witness. Abt is now attorney for the 
Communist Party. Mrs. Abt refused to say whether 
she was once Ware’s wife before she married Abt and 
also invoked the Fifth Amendment when asked if she 
ever attended cell meetings with Abt, Alger Hiss, 
Victor Perlo and others who have been named as Reds. 
Ware was also a New Deal employee. He came to the 
Agriculture Department from Moscow, where he was 
employed in the Agrarian Division of the Communist 
Government. He was mysteriously killed at the outset 
of the discovery of the Red spy ring in our government. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has also recom- 
mended contempt citations for Seymour Peck, of the 
New York Times Sunday Magazine, Robert Shelton 
and Alden Whitman, copy editors of the New York 
Times, and William Price, one-time reporter for the 
New York Daily News who lost his job after refusing 
to testify before that Committee. 

The co-owner of Citadel Press, in New York City, 
has refused to tell the Senate Committee whether his 
firm has distributed any Communist material. He is 
Philip Foner, of Croton-on-the-Hudson, N. Y., who 
admits that he has taught at the Jefferson School of 
Social Studies, which latter has been cited as an arm 
of the Communist Party. He has refused to admit 
that he is or ever has been a Communist. 

Joseph North, a writer for the Daily Worker, of- 
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ficial organ of the Communist Party, invoked the Fifth 
Amendment 24 times during his recent appearance 
before the same Senate Committee. He refused to say 
whether he had ever been a “lookout” for likely re- 
cruits for the Russian Intelligence Service in the 
U. 8. A. 

Bernard L. Koten, former research worker for the 
American-Russian Institute, and now employed by the 
Library of Intercultural Studies, also refused to tell 
the Senate Committee whether he is or has ever been 
a Communist. 

George Mills, a free-lance writer, said he hadn’t been 
a Communist in the last 5 years, but he refused to tell 
the Senate Committee if he was a Party member earlier. 


Top Socialist Raises Funds for Reds 


The nation’s top Marxist Socialist Party bell- 
weather, Norman Thomas, recently revealed he has 
had a tough time trying to find persons willing to ad- 
vance funds for the defense of two of his Marxist 
Communist pals, Alexander Trachtenberg and George 
Blake Charney. Thomas, leader in the Socialist League 
for Industrial Democracy and who has been a candi- 
date for President on the Socialist Party ticket six 
times, revealed he has sent out 511 letters in an effort 
to aid the two top Communists and the result has 
been a mere $479 from twenty contributors. His goal 
is $20,000. 

Trachtenberg and Charney were convicted of Smith 
Act violations, but obtained new trials because of al- 
leged false testimony of Harvey Matusow, who later 
reversed himself. 


Items of Importance 


Two Communists have been ousted and one resigned 
under fire by the State Department, and others have 
resigned after being charged with homosexuality. 

The American Federation of Television and Radio 
Artists adopted a resolution in New York City re- 
cently warning all employers, networks, stations, ad- 
vertising agencies and independent producers that if 
they discriminate further against an artist because 
of charges brought against him by subversive records, 
the Federation will use any appropriate action it feels 
necessary to retaliate. 

The Fund for the Republic has appropriated fifteen 
thousand dollars to a specially constituted “Legal Re- 
ferral Service,” that has been set up in New York City 
to give legal aid to those in government and defense 
industries who are discharged as security risks. 

The National Lawyers Guild, has attacked the head 
of the FBI, J. Edgar Hoover, for his recent testimony 
before a House Committee in which he said an impend- 
ing campaign of Communists and fellow-travelers 
would include legal maneuvers requiring eminent coun- 
sel to defend Party leaders. The Guild says that this 
constitutes a threat on the part of the FBI and D.J. 

The planned trip for the “Symphony of the Air,” 
to foreign countries under State Department auspices 
has been called off do to an investigation in which it 
is charged that some thirty of the 101-man group have 
radical connections. 

The Communist-led International Union of Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers (Canada) has lost its bar. 
gaining rights in Ontario. It is reportedly the largest 
“Communist-led union” in Canada. 

J. Edgar Hoover, F. B. I. Director, recently con- 
firmed the charge made by the “National Republic” in 
January, that the Communists are again emerging 
into the open in the United States. Mr. Hoover said 
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that 20,289 of the “hard core” members plan to come 
out more into the open as a result of last summer’s 
conference in Geneva, and that the Party is launching 
a new membership drive in this Country. 

The “National Republic” exposed the Communist 
trend, naming leaders in New York, Wisconsin and 
Washington who had returned from underground. We 
also referred to the renewed activities of the Party. 

New York authorities announced that its Chinatown 
businessment have been losing approximately $100,000 a 
week since the Government began its investigation 
of passport frauds by Chinese Nationals seeking entry 
into the United States illegally. It is reported that 
some 50,000 Chinese are “jittery” and “disturbed” be- 
cause of the investigation since many are being ques- 
tioned by Government agents. 

The Department of Justice is investigating sixty- 
eight espionage cases. The F. B. I. turned over 481 
spy cases in the period of a year and a half ending 
January 1, 1956. Two convictions have been made. 
Still pending are 273 treason cases. Thirteen persons 
have been convicted for signing false affidavits in con- 
nection with non-Communist affidavits under the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 

Fred Myers, former editor of the “Guild Reporter,” 
the organ of the American Newspaper Guild (CIO), 
challenged the statements made by Clayton Knowles, 
former Capitol Hill correspondent for the “New York 
Times,” linking him to the Communist Party. Knowles 
admitted that he, too, was once a Red. Knowles told 
the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee in Jan- 
uary that he knew Myers as a one-time Communist. 
Myers was a former chairman of the “New York Mir- 
ror” unit of the Guild. He served as director of the 
American Society for Russian Relief and, later, as 
executive director of the Russian-American Institute. 

The convicted Communist, Maurice Braverman of 
Baltimore, Maryland, lost his plea to continue prac- 
ticing law in the State. The Court of Appeals upheld 
his disbarment, claiming that he had violated three 
oaths pledged by attorneys. The opinion was included 
in a 34-page statement released by the Court. Braver- 
man was one of five Communists convicted in 1952 
for conspiracy to advocate the violent overthrow of our 
Government. The Baltimore Bar Association later 
moved for his disbarment. 

Leo Fischer, the editor of “Narodni Glasnik,” a 
Croatian language newspaper, has been found guilty 
of misrepresenting facts in his application for natural- 
ization in 1945. The Government is seeking his depor- 
tation. Fischer is accused of misstating his political 
affiliations and occupation, concealing a police record 
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and falsely swearing that he had allegiance to no 
other conutry than the United States while he was 
still a Communist. He admitted he joined the Commu- 
nist Party in 1919 and led Communist rallies in Mil- 
waukee in 1930. Other evidence showed that he had 
attended Communist meetings from 1936 to 1948. The 
publication was exposed as Communist by Walter S. 
Steele of the “National Republic” in his testimony be- 
fore the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in 1947. 

Former Vassar College psychology professor, Lloyd 
Barenblatt, has been convicted of contempt of Congress 
for refusing to tell the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities whether or not he is a Communist. Dis- 
trict of Columbia Judge Alexander Holtzoff, presiding 
at the trial, sentenced the Vassar professor to six 
months imprisonment and fined him $250. He was re- 
leased from Vassar at the time he was called on to 
testify before the Congressional Committee. 

The World Peace Council (Communist) staged 
another international “peace” conference. It was sched- 
uled to convene in Stockholm April 4th. Five hundred 
delegates were expected to be in attendance. 

Aaron Schneider, organizer for the National Com- 
mittee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell, accomplice 
of the Rosenbergs who were executed for operating an 
atom spy ring in the United States in behalf of Russia, 
reports great progress in enrolling suckers throughout 
the South. He reports active committees have now 
been set up in Miami, Orlando, New Orleans, Houston, 
Austin, Atlanta, Dallas, Winston-Salem, in his recent 
trip. The committees are active in trying to get Sobell 
out of Aleatraz. 

Contempt conviction against Professor Paul M. 
Sweezy of Wilson, N. H., formerly of Harvard, has 
been upheld by the State Supreme Court of New 
Hampshire. 


Congress Asks Contempt for Matusow 


The U. 8. Senate has requested the Department of 
Justice to bring contempt proceedings against Harvey 
Matusow, multi-turncoat informer. 

Matusow a former Communist has recanted earlier 
testimony as an “ex-red” about Reds before Congres- 
sional committees and in federal courts, claiming he 
lied about the persons involved. 

Matusow has been charged in Congress with being 
paid by a Communist brain trust to perform his con- 
tortions. 

Contempt conviction in such instances carries a fine 
up to $1,000 and a year’s imprisonment or both.

stubbornly to the tatters of prestige while 
striving to build a new empire in Africa. 
Its foreign policy in general is not in har- 
mony with that of the United States, 
but the two peoples are on terms of sym- 
pathy and wish to remain in accord while 
aiding the cause of freedom. Cyprus, 
Singapore and Aden are hard nuts to crack, 
Most Americans are believed to favor a 
policy of “hands off” when faced with 
problems directly affecting the safety and 
welfare of the British Commonwealth.

population of 210,000,000 fewer than 8,- 
000,000 are affiliated with the Party—which 
is the fountainhead of all laws, customs, 
privileges, and usages. 
But the Communist Party functions 
through a presidium of 42 members; and 
all administrative authority then is vested 
in a politburo of 14. Thus a cabal of 14 
hatchmen who have worked up through 
the Party are the ultimate rulers—perhaps 
the tightest dictatorship in the history of 
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the world. This is the system peddled 
everywhere as a robust and thriving “de- 
mocracy.” 

The term “police state” flows from the 
dominance of the dreaded secret police, the 
new handbook continues. 

“The procedure used in connection with 


arrest is designed to intimidate and ter- 
rorize the accused. Arrests are frequently 
made at night . the interrogation may 


be prolonged for days or weeks, during 
which time the accused is deprived of 
sleep and subjected to forms of psycho- 
logical pressure (brain washing) that al- 
most always end in a ‘confession’ . . . The 
first purpose of the secret police is to in- 
sure the protection and permanency of the 
Communist Party government. From 1918 
on, the secret police became increasingly 
powerful and important to the Soviet sys- 
tem. It spread its tentacles through every 
village and factory, reached into all gov- 
ernment offices and ministries, and had its 
own agents under an independent chain of 
command within the military services.” 

No form of religious worship or ritual 
is tolerated in the Communist areas, save 
those ordained by the government. 

“Communist Party members throughout 
the world are exhorted to take an active 
part in anti-religious campaigns... . At 
home the Party has steadily pushed an 
anti-religious campaign designed to wean 
the younger generation from all religion. 

In Eastern Europe thousands of cler- 
gymen have been imprisoned and many ex- 
ecuted by Communist regimes on specious 
charges of anti-state activities.” 

Finally, the Primer quotes the historic 
dogma of Lenin: “The saying of Marx— 
‘Religion is the opium of the people’—is 
the cornerstone of the Marxist point of 
view in the matter of religion.” 

Here, then, is the whole raw, revolting 
face of Communism—documented from its 
own bloody history—an eloquent tome to 
awaken free men and women everywhere 
to the great challenge of this age.

But, after years dodg- 
ing librarian certification, this man gained 
control of it. Since, he rules that old il- 
legalities are now legal. A school teacher's 
certificate, without library science, specifi- 
cally qualifies a school librarian! Thus are 
quacks often legally foisted on tiny tots. 

January 19, 1940, another White House 
Conference met—on Children in a De- 
mocracy. The Government Printing Of- 
fice may yet have copies of the report. 
Within the discussion on educational serv- 
ices of the community, delegates recom- 
mended: 

“Libraries should be staffed by person- 
nel trained and qualified specifically for this 
work.” 

In 1952. some did not follow Senator 
Joe McCarthy. “The educational system 
of this country cannot be cleansed of Com- 
munist influence by legislation. It can only 
be scrubbed clean if the mothers and fath- 
ers, and the sons and daughters, of this 
nation individually decide to do this job.” 

Harry Hopkins, who went on a Moscow 
mission, stated, “The Americans are too d— 
dumb to understand.” But they are smart 
enough to understand one simplicity. You 
don’t train for one specialized profession 
by exclusively studying another! 

You don’t expect Dr. Dentist to perform 
the skills of Dr. M. D. Surgeon. Nor will 
a quack certificate give him a surgeon’s 
specialized knowledge. 

Since 1888, librarians graduate from li- 
brary school; and Boards’ hiring agents file 
college transcripts to prove it. The ALA 
Membership Directory specifies members 
of the American Association of School Li- 
brarians. 

Records tattle whether your administra- 
tors really support independent thinking, 
or practice thought control. The Commu- 
nists would work after 1937. After the 
1940 recommendation, all had time to 
build up the libraries; or, they chose to 
kill off the librarians. 

Librarian status and administration may, 
or may not, agree with State law. Most 
states really recognize the professional li- 
brary character of school librarians: they 
certify librarian outright or special teach- 
er, like the school nurse—another tie-on 
profession without so ready a device of 
thought control. 

Wrote Senator McCarthy, “We cannot 
win the fight against Communism if Com- 
munist-minded professors are teaching your 
children.” Russia “administers with trai- 
torous, corrupt, or weak nations of the 
country to be ruled.” 


First Blood Spilt

public press, that a grand funeral service 
and procession was planned for young 
Snider. 

Shortly before three o’clock the remains 
of young Snider were placed on a bier in 


front of the Liberty Tree. 
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After a religious and patriotic service a 
tremendous funeral procession formed. 

As the funeral procession moved along 
its route all the church bells of Boston, 
and nearby Boston, rang out their message 
of sadness. The streets were lined with 
young and old who wept and with men who 
bared their heads in the cold winter air as 
young Snider’s bier passed them. 

The procession was led by 500 school 
boys marching in pairs. They were follow- 
ed by the coffin with Snider’s remains, car- 
ried by six of his school friends. His rela- 
tives followed, and after them there was a 
train of 1,300 persons on foot followed by 
persons in thirty chariots and chaises at 
the end of the procession. 

In commenting on this funeral proces- 
sion, John Adams wrote in his diary: 
“Went into Mr. Rowe’s and warmed me, 
and then went out with him to the funeral. 
A vast number of boys walked before the 
coffin; a vast number of women and men 
after it, and a number of carriages. My 
eyes never beheld such a funeral; the pro- 
cession extended further than can well be 
imagined. This shows there are many more 
lives to spend, if wanted, in the service of 
their country. It shows, too, that the 
faction is not expiring; that the ardor of 
the people is not to be quelled by the 
slaughter of one child and the wounding 
of another.” 

About two months later, April 20, 1770, 
Wilmot was charged with being an acces- 
sory to Richardson’s crime; and Richard- 
son was charged with murder. On these 
charges they were brought befere the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts with Thom- 
as Hutchinson, the Lieutenant Governor, 
as Chief Justice. 


Samuel Quincy and Robert Trent Paine 
appeared as the Crown’s prosecutors, Jo- 
siah Quincy and Sampson Salter Blowers 
were the lawyers for Richardson and Wil- 
mot. 


In this trial it was never proven that 
the mob intended to kill Richardson, or 
that his life was in danger, before he fired 
his musket. And it was never proven that 
young Snider took any part in the throwing 
of dirt or stones at Richardson. 

It was John Adams’ opinion that Eben- 
ezer Richardson “was the most abandoned 
wretch in America. Adultery, incest, per- 
jury were reputed to be his ordinary 
crimes. His life would exhibit an atrocious 
volume. This man was selected by the 
Board of Commissioners for a custom of- 
ficer. His name was sufficient to raise a 
mob.” 

The trial took only two days. The jury 
brought in a verdict of acquital for Wilmot 
and a verdict of murder for Richardson. 

That’s the story of the first blood that 
was spilt in the American Revolutionary 
War. Christopher Snider an eleven year 
old child was the first victim—a child 
which Hutchinson injudiciously referred to 
as being merely “the son of a poor Ger 
man.” 


TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

Fifty Communist Party bigwigs representing various 
sections of the Party from coast to coast, met in New 
York City in what was termed an “enlarged National 
Committee’ meeting to arrange for a national con- 
vention of the Party to be held next December. This 
will be the first national convention held since 1951, 
due to the jailings and other confusions which have 
confronted the Red plotters in our country. 

While the meeting tested one another out to de- 
termine if the advance orientation towards the Mos- 
cow “‘collective’’ leadership line and the brainwashing 
of their pro-Stalism had worked to the extent they 
could now chance the brainwashing task of the entire 
Party leadership from top to bottom, there were dis- 
cussions regarding this year’s elections and the can- 
didates running for the top office. The Red con- 
clusion prepared by Claude Lightfoot, Communist 
Party head of the Illinois section, and who is under 
conviction for violation of the sedition laws, but who 
is out on bail pending appeal, stood much in line with 
the Walter Reuther and Americans For Democratic 
Action views; that they favored the Democrat Party 
for the Fall election, but that they would not stand 
for Southern influence therein, that it is an outright 
leftist ticket and platform or no support;, that there 
is not room in the Democrat Party for liberals and 
radicals and at the same time for the Southern Demo- 
crats. In other words the veiled threat is that unless 
the Democrat Party ousts the South from the Party, 
it will not receive Reuther-ADA and Communist sup- 
port. 

This does not mean that the Republicans would gain 
their support, for this the leftists, including the Com- 
munists, say is out of the question. This leaves the 
leftists or the South to sit it out. 

The Fall convention is according to Red announce- 
ments, also to be an occasion of listing its “own 
errors’ of the past and in “scanning its policies.” 
This is of course another definition of brainwashing, 
This must be done by convention if the Party is to 
continue as a section of the world Communist move- 
ment and of course it would be lost unless it con- 
tinued as such. Its strength is in the combined force 
of the collective Parties of the world, all of which 
are under the direction and thereby aid of Moscow, 
Red China and Iron Curtain Parties. 

Wm, Z. Foster addressed the affair, as did Eugene 
Dennis, General Secretary who presided. 

Communists camps are reopening for the summer 
seasons. So far Camp Midvale (N. J.), Camp Lake- 
land, Wingdale On The Lake (formerly Camp Unity), 
and Camp Timberland have opened. This makes the 
Report on the Investigation of Communist Camps in 
New York, just out, by the State Committee on Char- 
itable and Philanthropic Agencies and Organizations, 
timely. For the Legislative Committee went into the 
Red camp situation thoroughly last year, Twenty- 
three witnesses connected with the camps invoked the 
Fifth Amendment, but sufficient witnesses and evi- 
dence was gathered to enable the Committee to make 
definite conclusions. The investigation showed with- 
out doubt that the camp is used chiefly to hook youth 
and labor in particular into the Red movements, and 
that the racial issue is also tied in for the purpose 
of spreading the fervor in behalf of ‘‘mixed race”’ 
practices and thereby influence racial following to the 
movement. 

Twenty-five college professors in a signed petition 
urged the Board of Higher Education of NYC to 


reinstate Professor Harry Slochower, whom it had dis- 
missed for refusal to testify before a Congressional 
Committee. The Supreme Court overruled the Board 
and of course it will be compelled to withdraw the 
dismissal, but not because of the professors’ petitions. 
Meantime Dr. Harry Gideonese, President of Brooklyn 
College, where Slochower taught, says he will, if 
forced to do so, re-employ the professor one day, and 
dismiss him the next day, on charges of untruthful- 
ness. 

The USA Information Agency has cancelled plans 
to send overseas a modern art exhibit that has in- 
curred subversive charges. The exhibit called ‘‘Sport 
in Art,’’ composed of American paintings on sport 
subjects, and arranged by the American Federation of 
Art, has been touring the USA since last Fall under 
sponsorship of Time Magazine. Shortly before it 
reached Dallas (Texas), a storm of protest broke 
loose, and charges were aired that four of the artists 
represented in the show have belonged to Communist 
front groups. Col. Alvin M, Owsley was spokesman 
for the protesters. The Dallas Museum-of Art and 
the Dallas Park Board authorized showings in spite 
of the protests. The four artists attacked were Ben 
Shahn, Leon Kroll, Wm. Zorach, and Yasuo Kuniyo- 
shi. One of Zorach’s works has been refused by the 
Houston Bank of the Southwest and he has received 
a settlement of $50,000 for the time put in on it. 


The Supreme Court has thrown out an appeal by 
the National Lawyers Guild aimed at restraining the 
Attorney General from ordering it to face hearings 
before the Subversive Activities Control Board to 
prove it should not be registered as Communist. 

Sixty-one, so-called by the Reds, “‘notables’’ have 
petitioned President Eisenhower to pardon Morton 
Sobell new serving 30 years as an atom spy figure. 
He was allegedly connected with the Rosenbergs, the 
latter executed. These petitioners are mostly minis- 
ters and professors, but among the so-called ‘“‘not- 
ables” it is reported by the Reds, is Elmer Davis 
formerly of the Red penetrated New Deal OWI, 

Albert Glasser and wife, west coast musicians, have 
“spilled the beans’’ before a Congressional Committee, 
naming some 23 musicians they have known as Com- 
munists. 

Among the Reds now in the limelight are Bob 
Fogel, Chairman of the Labor Youth League, formerly 
the Young Communist League, and Alfred Knutson, 
Minot, N. D., head of the Communist Party. 

Among the candidates for Democrat Party nomina- 
tions for Senate are Glenn Taylor (Idaho) beaten 
several years ago because of his Red front ties, and 
Charles Brannan (Colorado) former Fair Deal Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, who is now on the radical 
“Farmers Union” payroll. 

The National Association of Social Workers meeting 
in St. Louis upheld the application of the Fifth 
Amendment by witnesses called before Congressional 
Committees.
